Court junks graft 
case vs Danding 


THE SANDIGANBAYAN has declared "null 
and void" a 1989 graft case filed against busi- 
nessman Eduardo "Danding" Cojuangco in 
connection with his acquisition of shares in 
the Bulletin Publishing Corp. allegedly in be- 
half of the late dictator Ferdinand Marcos. 

‘The anti-graft court said the Presidential Com- 
mission on Good Government had erred in as- 
suming two independent functions in the prose- 
cution of the case—gathering the evidence and 
then conducting the preliminary investigation. 

‘The PCGG should have left the preliminary 
investigation to “the proper investigating offi- 
cial,” mainly the Office of the Ombudsman, 
the Sandiganbayan's Fifth Division said in an 
eight-page resolution. 

‘The case is not yet considered dismissed, 
however, as the court said the PCGG should 
transmit the case records to the Ombudsman 
for appropriate action.” 

The ruling quoted an earlier Supreme 
Court decision dismissing two other graft cas- 
es against Cojuangco in connection with the 
controversial coconut levy funds. 

In the quoted jurisprudence, the SC found 
the PCGG's performance of the dual roles to 
be "arbitrary and unjust." 

The 1989 case sought the forfeiture by Co- 
juangco of his shares in the Bulletin Publishing 
Corp, which he had allegedly acquired for Mar- 
cos between 1973 and 1985. Ar the time the case 
was fled, Cojuangco was said to control 54 per- 
cent ofthe company.

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Rampage 


N A 24-HOUR period last week, from Wednesday af- 
Г to Thursday morning, the Moro Islamic Lib- 

eration Front struck thrice in two provinces. The at- 
tacks left 19 persons dead. 

‘Also on Thursday, President Macapagal-Arroyo launched 
her P5.5-billion Mindanao National Initiative at the 1st 
Muslim Summit in Manila, but the good intentions were all 

but drowned in the backwash of grim 
EDITORIAL statistics. Four civilians were killed in 
Carmen, North Cotabato, in what the 
MILF acknowledged to be an assassination. Ten civilians 
and one rebel were killed in Kolambugan, Lanao del Norte. 
And two civilians and two rebels were killed in Maigo in the 
same province. Some 20 civilians, mostly passengers 
stranded when the rebels seized portions of the national 
highway that runs through Lanao del Norte and connects 
the capital town of Tubod with the industrial city of Iligan, 
were also injured. Most chillingly, the MILF temporarily 
held more than 300 people hostage when the military 
counter-attacked. At least three police officers remain in 
captivity. 

We condemn these attacks in the strongest possible 
terms. It seems likely that the offensives in Lanao del 
Norte, begun an hour apart, were aimed at a takeover of 
Maigo, in the same way that the rebels had briefly occu- 
pied Kauswagan three years ago. 

‘An ex-hostage of the MILF force—led by Adburahman 
Macapaar, also known as Commander Bravo—described 
the Lanao attacks as “plain banditry.” Armed Forces Chief 
of Staff Gen. Narciso Abaya said he saw the attacks as an 
extortion try that had spiraled into an attempt “to disrupt 
the Palarong Pambansa.” Defense Secretary Angelo Reyes 
read the attacks as an attempt to embarrass national and 
local government officials, in view of the national games 
slated to start on May 4 in Tubod. The President had the 
direst view: She denounced the attacks as a “travesty of 
the peace process.” 

“The perpetrators are terribly mistaken if they think 
they can obtain concessions in the peace talks by this das- 
tardly act,” the President said. 

Dastardly as the attacks have been, the Macapagal ad- 
ministration is not completely without fault. On Thurs- 
day, the President ordered a three-pronged military re- 
sponse, including "active defense of the affected commu- 
nities.” She was merely acting true to form. 

The concept of "active defense" is new in the Philippine 
context; it entered the public discourse only after a mas- 
sive one-week AFP offensive overrun MILF positions in 
the so-called Buliok complex in North Cotabato and 
Maguindanao last February. Despite the unequivocal vic- 
tory, fighting continued in the area and even beyond. 
Pressed, the President justified the continuing military 
action, calling the strategy one of “active defense.” 

Mocking the President, the MILF has appropriated the 
new doctrine. Last Thursday, rebel spokesperson Eid Ka- 
balu also justified the Lanao del Norte attacks as “active 
defense.” The concept means fighting outside the perime- 
ter, the better to defend a given position. In reality, as 
both the military and the MILF have shown, it means 
bringing the fight to the enemy. It is a defense only in the 
loosest possible meaning of the term. 

But the MILF is not hitting targets only to prove it can 
play Malacafiang’s own rhetorical game. The rebels are 
hitting back, mounting guerrilla assaults, because they 
have been forced to, because the Buliok offensive drove 
them into a corner. Reyes and his generals have told the 
INQUIRER, in frank discussions, that they believe the acts 
blamed on the MILF since the fall of Buliok—the bomb- 
ings in Davao City, the downing of power transmission 
towers, the skirmishes in four provinces—would still 
have been committed even if Buliok had not fallen. 

We do not agree. We think that the relative lull in 
armed encounters between the AFP and the MILF before 
Buliok, though marred by violations of ceasefire terms 
on both sides, was more conducive to peace talks than 
what we have now, a cynical state of “active defense.” 
We think that the spike in violence since February is di- 
rectly linked to the MILF's loss of Buliok. We think, final- 
ly, that the military, while paying lip service to the peace 
process, overestimated its capacity. The result is a sepa- 
ratist rebellion that is unshocked, unawed, and on a

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Jesus and Mary мое 


AS in years past, 1 read through the Gospels 
last Holy Week for the renewal of my faith and 
the remission of my sins. As before, the same 
unanswered question nagged me: Who was 
Mary Magdalene? 

Next only to the Virgin Mary, she played the 
most prominent role in the life and death of Je- 
sus Christ. 

She was probably the adulteress whom the 
irate mob wanted to stone to death according 
to the law of Moses. Jesus saved her life by say- 
ing, “Let him who is without sin cast the first 
stone.” 

Itwas that incident that must have changed 
her wanton ways and made her a devoted fol- 
lower of Jesus. 

In all the four Gospels, Mary Magdalene was 
among the women who grieved at the crucifix- 
ion and death of Jesus Christ. 

1а Matthew, "Mary Magdalene and the other 
Mary went to look at the tomb" and bring 
spices to Jesus on the third day of his burial. 

In Mark, “after Jesus rose from death early on 
Sunday, he appeared first to Mary Magdalene, 
from whom he had driven out seven devils.” 

In Luke, the women who went to Jesus’ 
tomb that Sunday morning were “Mary Mag- 
dalene, Joanna, and Mary the mother of 
James." 

In John, “early on Sunday morning, while it 
was still dark, Mary Magdalene went to the 
tomb and saw that the stone had been taken 
away from the entrance... She told the other 
disciples, who came running to the tomb... 

"Mary stood crying outside the tomb...” 
Then she saw two angels dressed in white who 
asked her why she was crying. “They have tak- 
en my Lord away,” she said, "and 1 do not know 
where they have put him." 

"Then she turned around and saw Jesus 
standing there, but she did not know that it 
was he. ‘Woman, why are you crying? Jesus 
asked. Who is it that you are looking for?” 

Thinking he was the gardener, she said, 1f 
you took him away, sir, tell me where you have 


‘THE STORY is told that when Joseph of Ari- 
mathea, the one who donated the tomb of Je- 
sus, was asked why he gave such a magnificent 
tomb to someone to be buried in, his reply wes: 

“Okay, He wanted it—but only for the week- 
end” 

The Gospel today (Jn. 20, 19-30) speaks 
about the doubt, shortsightedness and 
even lack of faith pervading among the dis- 
ciples after Jesus was buried. For them, the 
road that promised glory had come to an 
end. Not only that, they were associated 
with Jesus, and so, their doors were locked, 
for fear of the Jews. 

It was in this atmosphere of gloom and 
fear that Jesus appeared in their midst, alive 
as He had promised, and greeted them: 
"Peace be with you!” It was a greeting of 
comfort for those who thought they were 
goners. But more than that, it was greeting 
of assurance, understanding and love from 
Him whom they have abandoned. 

Let us not be quick in chiding Thomas, the 
doubter. While all the other disciples were al- 
ready filled with Easter joy after the Lord ap- 
peared to them, Thomas, who was not with 
them, still wanted to see the mark of the nails 
in Jesus’ hands and side. Thomas was being 
true to himself. He did not want just to get by. 
He wanted to get real. 

How far easier it is to go with the tide and 
join the crowd. Thomas teaches us that belief is 
а personal task, a personal decision that each 
and everyone of us has to personally make 
even if it involves being persecuted or ostra- 
cized. As a text message beautifully put it, 
“Blessed are they for whom Easter is not a find, 
bur a continuous search; not some fashion, but 
areal commitment in life.” 

The problem with many of us is that Holy 
Week is just another week that begins on 
Palm Sunday and ends on Easter Sunday. All 
the praying, all the sacrifices, all the good 
works and kindness are buried in the tomb 
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put him and Iwill go and get him: 

Jesus said to her, “Mary!” And she turned to- 
ward him and said, “Teacher!” 

In all the four Gospels, Mary Magdalene 
went that Sunday to the tomb of Jesus and 
found it empty. And according to Mark and 
John, it was before Mary Magdalene that the 
Risen Lord first appeared. 

Not before his mother the Virgin Mary, not 
before Peter and the rest of the disciples, but 
before Mary Magdalene, the reformed sinner. 

Was there a special relationship between Je- 
sus Christand Mary Magdalene? 

Many people may have asked this question 
but only in their mind for fear of being called 
sacrilegious. 1 will openly ask it, though, but in 
good faith, without mockery or blasphemy, but. 
ina spirit of reverent curiosity. 

1 ат sure there was a strong spiritual bond 
between Jesus and Mary Magdalene, but was 
there more? Could there have been a personal 
and physical attraction between them not un- 
like the sensual feelings ofa man and a woman 
for each other? 

Jesus Christ came into this world as a hu- 
man being with all the natural emotions of a 
man, including love and hate. Remember his 
anger with the merchants who made the Tem- 
ple of God “a den of thieves"? 

He was a mortal man who carried the heavy 
Cross to Golgotha and suffered the agony of his 
crucifixion. And did he not, before his death, 
make the plaintive human cry, “My God, my 
God, why has thou forsaken me?" 

For her part, Mary Magdalene led a prurient 
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on Good Friday, and what is resurrected on 
Easter Sunday are the old wicked ways that 
come back with a vengeance. Instead of join- 
ing the crowd that sighs, “Thank God it’s all 
over; back to normal na naman,” we at East- 
er should be saying: “Thank you, God. It's 
not over. It will never be normal again, be- 
cause of You and the Resurrection.” 

Now, more than ever, “Peace be with you" is 
God's message to all mankind. When will we 
ever stop killing each other? The message re- 
mains the same: Stop hurting. Start loving.

(846 AM band) was a 10-year-old girl who 
asked me a question that brought tears to 
my eyes: "Father, what do I do when my par- 
ents fight and quarrel? I am very hurt and 
confused.

As Maria spoke, with the soft voice ofa lit- 
tle angel, many listeners were touched and 
were texting their feelings and prayers for 
this little girl. Her message was so simple 
and clear: All we want is peace.

Papa and Ma- 
ma, please grow uj 

As we go through life, may we never forget 
the child that is within each one of us, so full of 
simplicity and humility, so full of hope, content 
wich litle things and happy in spite of depriva- 
tions and difficulties. If only we could all be- 
come less serious and more joyful, less selfish 
and more giving, less angry and more loving,

It is only a 
closer look, and well-meaning wonderment 
‘over the special relationship between Jesus 
and Mary Magdalene that the four evangelists 
narrated without malice or concealment. 

As a worshipful layman, I recognize the 
strong spiritual tie between Mary Magdalene 
and Jesus, who saved her life and soul. But as a 
romantic, I cannot help imagining, without 
sinning, that Mary Magdalene loved Jesus not 
only as her Messiah but as a human being born 
as the Son of Man. 

There must have been something else that 
made Mary Magdalene go to Jesus tomb that 
early Sunday moming to bring him spices. 
Were they more than gifts of grief? And there 
must also have been a reason why it was before 
Mary Magdalene, and not anyone else, that the 
Risen Lord first chose to appear. 

If there be such a thing as platonic love, that 
must have been the unspoken bond between 
Mary Magdalene and Jesus. Considering their 
divinity, 1 am sure they rejected all mundane 
temptations and kept sacred the will of God. 
They were close to each other but only in spiri- 
tuality and prayer and not physical attraction. 

Still they must have made a handsome cou- 
ple—Jesus with his magnetic eyes and a car- 
penter’s physique, and Mary Magdalene with 
the courtesan’s beauty of face and grace of fig- 
ure.

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Carpetbaggers and peacekeepers 


AFTER THE AMERICAN Civil War (1861-1865) 
‘was won by the North, a period of reconstruction 
followed, with many northemers moving south 
to take advantage of speculative and commercial 
opportunities to revive the economy. Some were 
also sincere, old-fashioned abolitionists wanting 
to help the Negro in the exercise of his rights 
brought about by the emancipation of slaves. 

Both had one trait in common: they had noth- 
ing tc tie them down to the South and their only 
possessions were what was in their bags, which 
‘were made of a carpet-like fabric. Thus, they be- 
came known as carpetbaggets. 

At first, it was the name given to northerners 
‘whose only motive for residing in the South was 
for election to office with the aid of the Negro 
vote. But gradually the system became a source of 
plunder and corruption and the ternr carpetbag- 
ger was applied to all northerners. State adminis- 
trations in the, South; protected by US federal 
troops, were tagged as carpetbag governments. 


Та an interview on “Nightline” with Ted Kop- 
pel, USAID chief Andrew Natsios reported that 
out of a total AID appropriation of $1.7 billion for 
Iraq, up to $680 million had already been ear- 
marked to Bechtel Corp. for reconstruction work.

PERHAPS the best testimonial for the upcoming 
*X2" was what my daughter said at the movies 
end: "I can't wait to watch X3" 

While many a sequel leaves one yearning for 
the original, this one, the second installment of 
the movie adaptations of the popular “X-Men” 
comics and TV series, truly whets the audience's 
appetite for more. 

Of all the comic-book franchises that have 
been turned into successful films, "X-Men" really 
holds the most promise. Its universe is both vast 
and personal, based on the fantastic framework 
ofa clash between two civilizations—human and 
mutant—and yet tapping into а rich source of 
adolescent angst: the desire to be, and yet also 
the fear of being, different. As producer Lauren 
Shuler Donner puts it: "Irs about misfits, preju- 
dice, about being an outsider and not being un- 
derstood.” I's about being a teenager. 

No wonder young people lap it up! 

But the "X-Men" franchise also endures be- 
cause it never seems to run out of compelling 
characters, the mutants who find themselves 
equipped with awesome powers which they must. 
control and employ with focus and discipline if 
these are not to ultimately destroy them and the 
world. Its the tension between their growing 
sense of power and their own insecurities stem- 
ming from troubled childhoods that keeps us riv- 
eted and interested. 

IN "X2," the most interesting new mutant on 
the block is Nightcrawler, played by Alan Cui 
ming, who was also the creepy Saturninus 
"Titus." A circus performer before he was en- 
snared by the mutant nemesis Stryker, Night- 
crawler is a powerful teleporter whose freak- 
ish appearance (blue skin marred by self-in- 
flicted “angelic” tattoos and a tail) has made 
him shy and introspective. He is also, accord- 
ing to Stryker's files (check out the cool web- 
site), a devout Roman Catholic who may have 
studied for the priesthood. And it’s this con- 
trast between devilish appearance and ability 
and absolute, angelic faith that makes 
Nightcrawler а most intriguing and even lov- 
able character. 


BECAUSE of jet travel and mass migration, the 
world has become quite literally a melting pot of 
microbes. But because of global communication, 
it has also accelerated the transmission of a panic 
more lethal in its consequences than microbes. 

The unprecedented movement of large num- 
bers of people across continents has multiplied 
the risk of transferring microbes to populations 
that have not developed the antibodies against 
such diseases. This is how the diseases of white 
peoples like smallpox, measles and tuberculosis 
decimated the native populations of the New 
World, the Pacific islands and Africa. Western 
colonialism very likely killed more people by the 
germs it brought than by the weapons it used to 
Subdue the native peoples 

In his fascinating work, "Guns, Germs, and 
Steel," physiologist Jared Diamond illustrates 
this: "The Indian population of Hispaniola de- 
clined from around 8 million, when Columbus ar- 
rived in 1492, to zero by 1535. Measles reached 
Fiji with a Fijian chief returning from a visit to 
Australia in 1875, and proceeded to kill about 
one-quarter of all Fijians then alive. Syphilis, gon- 
orrhea, tuberculosis and influenza arriving with 
Captain Cook in 1779, followed by a big typhoid 
epidemic in 1804 and ‘numerous minor epi- 
demics, reduced Hawaii's population from 
around half a million in 1779 to 84,000 in 1853, 
the year when smallpox finally reached Hawaii 
and killed around 10,000 of the survivors.” 

But the reverse seldom happened, says Dia- 
mond, There were relatively few local epidemic 
diseases awaiting the European colonizers. There 
was malaria, of course, which, among the tropical 
illnesses, continues to spell trouble to foreign visi 
tors. But for the most part, the societies the Euro- 
peans took over were free from the lethal viruses 
and bacteria that had plagued much of Europe. 

Not anymore. Today in a crowded and mobil 
world, epidemics can start anywhere and radiate 
to the destination points of an airline map. 

Most epidemics arise from so-called "crowd in- 
fectious diseases." Most scientists agree that the 
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Sheehan who sits on the Defense Policy Board 
which advises the Pentagon. 

While the shooting in Iraq may have died 
down, we should proceed with caution on pro- 
mouncements. The administration has already 
named an ambassador to a non-existent govern- 
ment in Baghdad. Usually the first step is to rec- 
ognize the existence of a state or government and 
then to establish relations by an exchange of 
diplomats. 

"The Philippines has also declared that we are 
sending a 500-member humanitarian assistance 
mission to Iraq consisting of 300 AFP personnel, 
100 PNP members and 100 medical personnel.

With regard to the medical contingent, they 
would probably be most welcome as they had al- 
ways been wherever our doctors and nurses were 
deployed. Remember Operation Brotherhood in 
Indochina. 

But the uniformed personnel may be a differ- 
‘ent matter. We may think of them as peacekeep- 
ers but what is important is how the Iraqis will re- 
act to their presence, knowing we are allies of 
Washington. Coalition forces were well-equipped 
and well-supported during the invasion. 1 dread 
to think what would happen to our soldiers if they 
‘ever get waylaid by a mob of angry Iraqis. In Mo- 
gadishu, a peacekeeping force of American troop- 
ers was surrounded arid massacred by a swarm- 
ing horde of poorly armed Somalis. 

"This is not East Timor. This is Iraq, an Arab 
country which has been invaded by a coalition of

mainly Christian nations. This is the region which 
gave birth to the suicide bomber. They will not 
lock too kindly on foreign armed elements on 
their soil. 

‘Why the rush to send 400 soldiers and police- 
men to Iraq? They haven't even figured out how 
they will pay them. Lt. Gen. Rodolfo Garcia, AFP 
vice chief of staff and military spokesperson, was 
quoted as saying: "We are still looking into the 
matter" 

Possibly part of the answer to this intriguing 
question can be found in a recent Newsweek mag- 
azine column by Jonathan Alter. He wrote: “Smug- 
ness can kill. It may be satisfying to say Screw you" 
to the United Nations and the United States got 
away with it during the war. But in an occupation, 
it's not smart. Which is the more likely target of 
suicide bombers: a barracks full of American sol- 
diers or a barracks full of peacekeepers from 
around the world? You'd think we could figure out 
how to run the occupation without presenting 
such a fat target... I learned last week that many 
Army officers wanted to airlift 3,000 MPs (military 
police) from Europe to protect supply lines and 
police Baghdad. That would have aided the drive 
to the capital and helped protect institutions like 
hospitals and museums once combat forces ar- 
rived there. But Secretary Donald Rumsfeld appar- 
ently decided: no MPs. They would have had to be 
replaced by reservists. And if more reservists had 
been called up in the middle of the war, it would 
have reinforced the criticism that Rumsfeld hadn't 
sent enough troops. When the real history is wri 
ten, we may find out that some of the world's oid- 
est treasures were lost to looters in part because 
someone at the Pentagon suffers from the oldest of 
human sins pride." 

While the term “peacekeepers” has a ring of 
nobility, the truth is, we are going to be part of an 
‘occupation force in enemy territory and this 
changes the complexion of the deployment. Per- 
haps, Sen. Ramon Magsaysay Jr. chair of the 
Senate defense committee, should take a closer 
look at these arrangements to make sure that our 
men are not put in harm's way unnecessarily. 


But if Ballet Manila was enriched by the entry 
of Fred Elizalde into Lisa Macuja's ife, it turns out 
that Fred's own existence and artistic life gained 
added dimension and color since the marriage. It 
is indeed "A Marriage of the Arts," the title of a 
book dedicated to the couple's artistic partner- 
ship. 

THE BOOK, yet another of Fred's grand gift-giv- 
ing gestures for his ballerina wife, consists of 
photographs that trace Lisa's growth as a ballet 
Student in Russia, a principal (the first foreign- 
er to be so invited) of the legendary Kirov Bal- 
let, and then as a homecoming ballerina. 

The photographs are testimony to Lisa's 
range and versatility. No other ballerina that 
the country has produced has had a career like. 
hers. She has danced all of the major roles (as 
far as I'm concerned she “owns” the role of 
Kitri in “Don Quixote”) as well as taken on 
more modern, Filipi 

Alongside the pictures of Lisa onstage are 
photographs of Fred's paintings, some of 
Which antedate his marriage to Lisa. These are 
the real surprises and treats in the book, for 
while the public already knows the outlines of 
Lisa's career in dance, it knows Fred mainly as 
a businessman. (Though there were all those 
rumors many years ago about his penchant for 
sleeping ina coffin.) 

Itturns out that Fred is quite the Renaissance 
Man, taking painting lessons during his student 
days in Harvard. Since his marriage to Lisa, he 
writes, he has experienced “a new creative Re- 
naissance overwhelming my life,” feeling "an 
‘outpouring of the creative juices." This out- 
pouring takes the form of paintings that are of- 
ten bold, jarring splashes of color that fairly 
throb with life, especially the nudes and the hu- 
man forms shown—what else?—dancing. 

As arranged, Fred's paintings and the photos 
of Lisa dancing sometimes make witty state- 
ments, mirroring each other by movement, col- 
or or evên theme. In many ways "A Marriage of 
the Arts" reveals the true state of the marriage: 
that of two artists who have found in each other 
both inspiration and enabler. 
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Severe Acute Respiratory Syndrome or SARS 
virus that first broke out in China's Guangzhou 
Province late last year could have evolved from 
animals like ducks or chicken that are kept in 
pens close to the living quarters of their owners. 
From there, the virus migrated to Beijing and 
Hong Kong, and from Hong Kong to Singapore, 
Taiwan, Toronto, and the rest of the world. 

It is perhaps not an accident that the virus 
‘would originate from China's most crowded and 
most economically dynamic centers, These are 
the nodal points of China's economic miracle that 
also have the mast extensive contacts with the 
world community. It seems inconceivable that 
such an epidemic would break out in the poorer 
western regions of the country, where it would be 
contained and isolated easily until it runs its 
course. 

Medical progress and the improved health sta- 
tus of people in general may have kept the lethal- 
ity of SARS low. But the illness remains extremely 
infectious. Its mode of transfer has not been fully 
ascertained, and there is still no cure or vaccine 
for it. It appears that close contact with an infect- 
ed person is necessary to its transmission, which 
is why the known cases are tightly clustered in 
the same apartment block or hospital ward. 

What seems clear is that droplets expelled 
through sneezing and coughing spread the virus. 
What is not known yet is how long the microbe 
can remain active outside of its carrier. Scientists 
claim it will probably not thrive in the air for 
more than three hours, and especially not in hot 
‘weather conditions. Sufferers have been able to 


recover from its symptoms quite fast and without 
any special medication. Of course, those whose 
health condition makes them vulnerable also die 
quite quickly. But these same people would likely 
mot survive ordinary pneumonia either. It has 
been reported that as many as 99 people die of flu 
in the United States every day. One-third of them 
suffer from acute respiratory problems. Yet these 
numbers do not command any special attention. 
They are part of "normal" health statistics. 

What has made SARS special is the panic that 
the mass media have wirtingly or unwittingly 
sown around it. First the virulence of the disease 
was underscored and contrasted against puny ef- 
forts to control its spread. Then the secrecy in 
which the first outbreak in China was enveloped 
was highlighted, producing suspicions that the 
number of actual cases could be higher. But 
SARS’ global debut began when it broke out in 
Hong Kong and Singapore. These two economic 
centers are vital hubs of the global economy. 
‘These are the basic originating points of the large 
overseas Chinese population. ‘Their airports are 
the busiest in the Asian region. Their airlines car- 
ту passengers to various capitals in the world, To- 
day they are seen as carriers of microbes as well. 

In time, the SARS virus will go the way of all 
epidemics: it will exhaust itself and die with its 
last victim. A vaccine will be developed against it. 
A cure will be found. But ít will take a while be- 
fore the fears are erased. 

"When people define their situations as real, 
they will be real in their consequences," said the 
sociologist WI. Thomas. Sneezing and coughing 
inside a plane will be heard from hereon like a 
fire alarm in a crowded movie house. People will 
be avoiding air travel for a while. They will be 
skipping Singapore and Hong Kong and possibly 
the whole of Southeast Asia in the next few 
months. Panic will further weaken the fragile 
economies of the region, and there will be no vac- 
cine for that except a sober mass media.

Sobering effects 
of SARS crisis 


THE DEATH toll from Severe Acute Respiratory Syndrome 
continues to rise. The measures being taken to prevent the 
disease from spreading seem to be ineffective. Worse, no 
cure has been found yet for the latest medical scourge to hit 
the world 

After weeks of enjoying SARS-free status, the Philippines 
has, with the confirmation of the World Health Organization 
inks ГАНА Qu asec ыч осы 
died of SARS, joined 
the roster of coun- 
tries affected by that 
epidemic. 

Believed to have 
started in Guang- 
dong, China, the SARS virus has spread to the so-called First 
World, or highly developed countries that maintain strict 
health and hygiene standards. Canada's superior medical ex- 
pertise and resources have not prevented the epidemic from 
taking the lives of 14 of its citizens. The United States, United 
Kingdom, France, Germany, Italy and Sweden have con- 
firmed and suspected SARS cases in their midst. 

Had the SARS contagion happened two decades ago, 
‘medical experts in Western countries would have had a 
field day fogging the underdeveloped countries (a.k.a. the 
"Third World”) for unhealthy living conditions or failure to 
take proper measures to limit the effects of the scourge 
within their territories. The fear that SARS may become the. 
modern version of the bubonic plague has spurred the in- 
temational community into working together, rather than. 
pointing accusing fingers at each other, to contain its 
spread and find a treatment for it. And fast before it gets out 
of control. 

For Hong Kong and Singapore, which have to date 105 
and 14 SARS-related deaths, respectively, the epidemic has 
become a humbling experience. These two financial centers 
have been engaged for years in a contest of one-upmanship 
involving who has concluded bigger transactions, operated 
better facilities for global trade and commerce or maintained 
higher standards of living. 

Adverse effect 

They have flaunted their wealth and financial superiority 
over their less economically developed neighbors, The con 
descending attitude subliminally shows in the way they treat 
migrant workers from those countries who accept jobs that 
their own citizens are too proud to handle. The Chinese 
amahs of yesteryears, who were treated like members of the 
families of their employers, did not suffer the same indigni- 
ties. 

SARS has proven that Hong Kong and Singapore have feet 
of clay too. Their economies are not as impregnable as their 
citizens thought or assumed them to be. A nondescript, but 
deadly, virus has turned Hong Kongs commercial areas 
(which accounts for at least 40 percent of its economy) into 
ghost towns. The expatriate bankers who make it possible 
for international currency to freely flow to and from Hong 
Kong have returned to their home bases to ride out the epi- 
demic. The former Crown Colony will be lucky if it registers а 
2 percent economic growth this year. 

The Singaporean government has admitted that its finan- 
cial projections for 2003 would have to be revised to take i 
to account the drastic drop in economic activities in cargo 
port operations, investment banking and other commercial 
activities that the island-nation depends on to remain com- 
petitive in the global market. 

"These two former British colonies probably never expect- 
ed that, for all their material wealth, they would undergo the 
financial adversities they once thought reserved for their less 
gifted neighbors. And in what may be considered an unex- 
pected reversal of fortune, reputable travel agencies have, 
for health reasons, dropped Hong Kong and Singapore from 
their priority list. 
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Forced opening 

After SARS, Hong Kong and Singapore will not be the 
same again. Hopefully, they will have learned important 
lessons in humility. Nobody lives in ivory towers forever. 

The SARS epidemic has also resulted in a dramatic change 
in China's handling of domestic problems that adversely af 
fect the international community. The world’s most populous 
country is very jealous about its independence. It does not 
brook interference by other nations in what it considers to be 
its own internal affairs. 

Tn spite of its active participation in global marketing and 
financial activities, China has opened its windows just 
enough to allow the entry of new ideas without sacrificing 
the authority of the Communist Party to be the principal de- 
terminant of the future of its citizens. The “foreigners keep 
ош” sign remains in place although in a different form. 

When the People's Liberation Army gunned down the 
students who gathered at Tiananmen Square in 1989 to 
seek political reforms, China rejected demands from West- 
ern countries to make a truthful accounting of that bloody 
incident. it chose to suffer the consequences of a US-led 
trade boycott and cutoff of funding from international 
lending institutions rather than compromise its right to 
solve its domestic problems free from foreign interfer- 
ence 

‘The SARS virus has changed that insular attitude. Break- 
ing from its rigid policies on independent handling of domes. 
tic problems and confidentiality of sensitive internal infor- 
mation, China allowed the representatives of the WHO to. 
visit its SARS-stricken areas, including military hospitals 
which are off limits to civilian officials, to determine the true. 
extentof the epidemic. 

Precedent-setting 

In addition to letting foreigners advise them on how to 
limit the adverse effects of the disease, the Chinese leader- 
ship, in an effort to placate the international medical com- 
munity, fired two high-ranking government officials who 
failed to make a timely and accurate report on SARS before it 
reached epidemic proportions. 

By these actions, China opened a little more its windows 
to the outside world. It has accepted (although grudgingly) 
the fact that it cannot reap the benefits of international trade 
and commerce while continuing to be an opaque and rigid 
country. If it wants the blessing of economic progress 
brought about by foreign investments to continue to be en- 
joyed by its people, it has to give up some centuries-old tradi- 
tions and beliefs. 

Today, China has opened up on domestic medical and 
health problems. Tomorrow, it may give in to long-stand- 
ing demands by some nations to discuss a sensitive politi- 
cal issue: human rights. A part of the wall thar the Chinese 
government has built around its people to prevent them 
from being “contaminated” by dangerous foreign ideas 
has been chipped away, It took a virus to accomplish that.

OMPARATIVE Literature is an 

unpopular course. It is so unpop- 

ular that when I inform people 
about my major, their automatic re- 
sponse is “What is that?

‘magazines, publishing houses and newspa- 
pers is another plan, but notices for jobs in 
these fields are few. 1 was scanning the IN- 
‘quinen classified ads last weekend and only 
saw two ads for editors. 

Because literature graduates are not 
high on companies’ preference lists, go- 
ing straight to graduate school and then 
applying for a teaching position is a 
popular option. But the promise of 
tenure is hard to come by, especially in 
the University of the Philippines whose 
budget this year is again slashed. More- 
over, a UP salary is measly compared to 
other universities. A professor of mine 
once remarked that raising a family on a 
UP salary alone was impossible. Law 
sehonl is another promising option and 


in this field, the possibility of financial 
reward is greater. 

Studying in UP certainly opens doors 
and makes one interesting to the head 
of the human resources department. 
However, there are other UP graduates, 
not to mention the graduates from De 
La Salle, Ateneo, and UST, who are just 
as qualified for that one position. Every 
year, according to the Commission on 
Higher Education, the number of grad- 
vates increases, making the chances of 
landing a good job harder. Because of 
this, many graduates end up underem- 
ployed. I know some UP graduates with 
excellent records who work in call cen- 
ters because there is nowhere else to

in Iraqi ammo 
dump explosion 


ZAAFARANIYA, Iraq—Many Iraqi 
civilians were believed killed on Sat- 
urday when an arms dump blew up on 
the outskirts of Baghdad, sending 
rockets flying into houses and spark- 
ing a string of further explosions. 

With shrapnel, live ammunition and unex- 
ploded rockets strewn over a wide area, the 
precise extent of the damage and casualties 
was far from clear. One Iraqi medic put the 
death toll at 40; US Central Command said 
only that atleast six had been killed. 

“There was also confusion over the cause ofthe 
blast, which the US military blamed on unidenti- 
fied attackers who had fired a flare or incendiary 
device into the store of Iraqi ammunition. 

Local residents said US forces had been 
packing cars with Iraqi weapons over the 
last three days and detonating them at the 
site, but a US officer, Col. John Peabody, de- 
nied this. 

A local medic travelling in an Iraqi ambu- 
lance ferrying casualties to a hospital said 
there had been many victims. 

Asked how many were killed, he replied:

The head doctor at Zaafaraniya hospital 
Shaker Nasser, said his unit had received six 
dead and 13 wounded, adding that other hospi- 
tals in the capital were also taking casualties.

US wants to remove 
UN hold on Iraq oil 


NATIONS Security 
Council members next week face 
а contentious struggle over US 
demands to get the United Na- 
tions out of the multibillion-dol- 
lar Iraqi oibforfood plan and 
give it only a peripheral role in 
shaping a new government. 

‘According to Bush administra- 
tion officials, the United States 
will introduce a resolution in the 
council that lifts sanctions against 
Iraq and calls for a special UN co- 
ordinator in what appears to be a 
low-level consultative role. 

In the main, the resolution 
would end UN control over the lu- 
crative oil-for-food program. Cur- 
rently Iraq's oil revenues go into a 
UN escrow fund from which sup- 
pliers of food, medicine and a host 
of civilian goods are paid. 

The new measure, according 
to UN diplomats familiar with the 
US proposal, would create a de- 
velopment fund with oil revenues 
and give the World Bank and the 

Monetary Fund 
some oversight duties. 

Council diplomats said the 
main point of contention would 
be the relationship between any 
Iraqi interim authority, the Unit- 
ed Nations and the United States

Bush may soon announce combat over in Iraq 


WASHINGTON-—President George W Bush 
may declare combat in Iraq over next week, 
even as US troops still hunt evidence of Sad- 
dam Hussein's banned weapons and seek clues 
to the ousted leader's fate, aides said Friday. 

Bush has increasingly justified the war on 
Iraq, which he hinged on Saddam's posses- 
sion of weapons of mass destruction, on liber- 
ating its people, even as he and top aides say 
the regime may have preemptively destroyed 
its arsenal. 

“Perhaps over time we will find out what 
drove them to do that. Perhaps it was the fear 
of actually being discovered, caught red- 
handed with the very weapons we said they 
had,” said White House spokesperson Ari 
Fleischer. 

‘As clashes in Iraq become ever more spo- 
radic, Bush may use a rare visit next Thursday 
to an aircraft carrier at sea, the USS Abraham 
Lincoln, to say the fighting is over but will 
stop short of declaring victory outright be- 
cause key missions remain, said administra- 
tion officials, who requested anonymity. 

‘One reason for caution is that Bush sees a 
global picture still rife with challenges—like 
setting Iraq on course for democracy and win- 
ning the global war on terrorism—which 
make declaring victory premature, they said. 

"The US leader's speech will look beyond the 
military triumph in Iraq to those other efforts, 
said the officials, who refused to say precisely 
when Bush would speak but acknowledged 
that the carrier would be an ideal venue. 

Bush remains confident that US-led forces 
scouring Iraq will find evidence of the weapons 
programs he placed at the core of his case for 
war, even though Baghdad always denied hav- 
ing them, said administration officals. 

‘And he has repeatedly said that Saddam, 
‘whatever his fate since the war began March 
19, is now irrelevant to Iraq's future, even as 
US forces seek to verify “some evidence” that 
the ousted leader was killed. 

Fleischer said Friday that, “at the appropri- 
ate time,” Bush will say “that the combat 
phase of the operation has come to a conclu- 
sion and that a new phase, the reconstruction 
of freedom, is beginning.”

WASHINGTON—US officials say they want a 
diplomatic solution to the North Korea crisis 
but refuse to rule out military action, with 
analysts on Friday pointing to options such 
as air strikes on nuclear facilities, a naval 
blockade or an invasion using troops already 
in the region. 

ut military experts said any military op- 
tion is fraught with peril because of North Ko- 
rea's military capabilities—including its ad- 7 
mitted possession of nuclear arms and its 
thousands of artillery guns within range of 
the South Korean capital Seoul—and the er- 
raticnature ofits leadership. 

"Ies very difficult to assess the value of vari- 
ous military options that the United States 
has because although we can know their fea- 
sibility, we can't know the North Korean re- 
sponse,” said analyst Loren Thompson of the 
Lexington Institute military think tank. 

“North Korea is so impulsive and so unpre- 
dictable that logic may not apply. Relatively 
modest measures may bring catastrophic re- 
sults. Its conceivable that even a naval block- 
ade could result in a nuclear attack by North 
Korea on South Korea,” Thompson added. 

Center for Strategic and International 
Studies analyst Anthony Cordesman added: 
“The plain truth of the matter is you are talk- 
ing about a massive theater war against a 
power which has a very clear historical record 
of being able to take immense casualties and 
absorb immense damage to its civil sector 
with almost no concern for the consequences. 

During talks among American, Chinese and 
North Korean officials in Beijing this week, 
North Korea admitted that it possessed nucle- 
ar weapons. US officials worry North Korea 


also could produce nuclear material to make 
more bombs and sell them to enemies of the 
United States. 

A defense official who asked not to be 
named said, “We hope and believe we can 
achieve a peaceful diplomatic solution but 
we're not going to take any options off the 
table.” 

With stealth warplanes and satellite-guid- 
"éd weapons, the United States is uniquely ca- 
pable of staging a limited strike intended to 
destroy North Korea's nuclear facilities such 
as those at the Yongbyon nuclear reactor site, 
analysts said. 

A historical precedent for such a mission is 
the June 7, 1981, air strike by Israel on a nu- 
clear facility near Baghdad aimed at denying 
Iraq the ability to make nuclear weapons. 

Patrick Garrett, an analyst with the Glob- 
alsecurityorg military think tank, said the 
‘warplanes for such an attack inight include 
the B-2 stealth bomber, flying from Whiteman 
Air Force Base in Missouri, as well as В-1 and 
B-52 heavy bombers and the F-117 stealth 
fighter already in the region. 

‘But Garrett said even an attack narrowly 
tailored to knock out North Korea’s nuclear 
weapons capability likely would include air 
strikes intended to neutralize at least 3,000 
artillery pieces arrayed a north of the Demili- 
tarized Zone separating North Korea from 
‘South Korea. 

Garrett said air strikes alone might not de- 
stroy North Korean military assets carved 
deeply into the sides or beneath mountains. 
Some artillery pieces emerge from protection 
inside the mountains on rail tracks, ready to 
fire on Seoul, he said. Reuters

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Russia launches first space 
flight after Columbia crash 


BAIKONUR, Kazakhstan—A US and a Russian 
astronaut blasted off Saturday from the 
Baikonur cosmodrome in Kazakhstan on the 
first space flight since the Columbia shuttle 
disaster three months ago. 

The Russian Soyuz TMA-2 rocket, carrying 
Russian flight commander Yury Malenchenko 
and US flight engineer Edward Lu, lifted off at 
0354 GMT and is due to dock with the Inter- 
national Space Station early Monday. 

All US space missions have been grounded 
since the Columbia shuttle disintegrated and 
burnt up on entry, killing all seven crew mem- 
bers, on Feb. 1, making Russia the only link 
with the 16-nation orbital station. 

The Soyuz rocket tore up into the sky in a 
burst of orange giving off clouds of smoke. 

Clapping erupted but Lu's brother Rick and 
fiancee Christine waited tensely as they 
watched the US cosmonaut on a TV screen as 
a countdown began toward orbit. 

They looked anxiously on as the screen went 


fuzzy at one point and the image went off. 

But nearly nine minutes into the flight, there 
were smiles of relief and loud clapping as it 
was announced that the craft had successfully 
reached orbit. "Oh, boy!" exclaimed Rick. 

“Its ecstatic,” said Christine. “Tm so re- 
lieved after that last stage. I was holding my 
breath. It's my first launch. The relief is over- 
whelming.” “We're so happy for him. He was 
so excited about the launch,” said Rick. Lu's 
mother watched the liftoff from mission con- 
trol in Moscow. 

Some three hours into the flight, the crew 
prepared for the first engine-firing to correct 
their orbit and reported that all was fine on- 
board, Nasa officials in Baikonur said after 
contact with Russian ground control. 

Fred Gregory, deputy Nasa administrator, 
who was present along with other top US and 
Russian space officials, including Russian 
Space Agency chief Yuri Koptev, paid tribute

Washington ‘murder capital’ again 


WASHINGTON—A surge in murders in the 
US capital heralds a return to the bad old days 
of the 1980s when Washington was known as 
America’s “murder capital,” local activists 
said on Friday. 

But officials fighting to promote a cleaner, 
safer image of the city and keep the vital 
tourist industry afloat amid vague new ter- 
rorist threats sought to allay fears, as ana- 
lysts noted the figures were still far below a 
1991 peak. 

“Washington, DC, had the highest number 
of homicides per eapita in 2002 of cities with 
populations of 500,000 of more, making the 
District again the nation's ‘murder capital," 
the report by SafeStreetsDC.com said. 

Washington had 262 slayings last year, 
compared to 658 murders in Los Angeles. But 
that translated to 48.5 killings per 100,000 
people, versus 17.5 in Los Angeles. 

Some activists blame the diversion of the 
local police force to antiterrorism duties 
downtown for the murder rise. 

Criminologists suggest it may also be 


linked to a rise in drug-related killings and a 
downturn in the economy. 

Using FBI and local police department homi- 
cide data, SafeStreetsDC said Detroit, Balti- 
more, Memphis and Chicago completed the 
roster of the five most murderous US cities. 

А SafeStreetsDC spokesperson said the 
group had not reviewed earlier data to 
point when the capital last held the title. 

The city’s number of annual killings peaked 
in 1991 at 482 on the heels of a crack cocaine 
epidemic and fell almost every year thereafter 
until it reached 233 in 2001, said James Alan 
Fox, professor of Criminal Justice at North- 
eastern University. 

Murders so far this year in the US capital 
total 79, up 22 percent from last year, but 
criminologists cautioned that the statistics 
did not give the full story of the 1990s. 

“The numbers are much better than they 
were a decade ago when Washington DC was 
way out in front, when it was so far above 
mumber two that there was no comparison," 
said Fox. Reuters

Since that time until the transplant, a num- 
ber of ordinary people had donated money 
for his medication and twice-weekly dialysis. 
Those unable to give him anything material 
offered prayers.

‘campaign last December. 

‘Lumanog's family could not afford to shoul- 
der the costs of medication, dialysis and trans- 
plant surgery because Lumanog, following his 
conviction by a Quezon City Regional Trial 
Court in 1999, had lost all his businesses. 


Recuperation 

Lumanog is now able to move around. By 
tomorrow, ай the contraptions attached to his 
body will be removed, Casanova said. 

Marilou, who is scheduled to be discharged 
from the hospital today, said she was feeling 
OKalthough a bit dizzy from the anesthesia. 

She said her husband had recovered faster 
from surgery than she did. "It took a while be- 
fore I could regain my bearings,” she said in 
Filipino. 

‘The surgery may be over, but thatis not the 
end to Lumanog’s worries. 

‘The first seven days after a transplant oper- 
ation are crucial to the patient because this is 
the time when his/her body has to recuper- 
ate.

He cannot stay in crowded places and 
needs to live in a clean environment, Casano- 
va said. 

Both Casanova and Dr Erwin Vilar, 
Lumanog's nephrologist, are set to issue a cer- 
tification that the patient needs to stay in a 
place where he is not exposed to germs. 


Ancther crucial battle 

Although his health is his first priority, 
Lumanog-—as well as the rest of the Abadilla 
S—has another crucial battle he intends to 
win: an acquittal. 

‘The case is now before the Supreme Court 
on automatic review. 

But Lumanog, through his lawyer Soliman 
Santos, is not just interested in getting an ac- 
quitzal.

Tourism starting 
to hurt-Gordon

CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—Tourism Secre- 
tary Richard Gordon said the SARS problem 
in Hong Kong, Singapore and China had 
caused a negative 25-percent decline in 
tourist arrivals in the Philippines in the first 
three weeks of April. 

"The two cities and China are the fourth, fifth 
and sixth tourist markers of the Philippines. 
SARS cases and deaths were higher in these 
places compared to the more than 25 countries 
where the disease had been reported. 

But Gordon, the chair of the Pacific Asian 
"Travel Association, said it was the "over-bloat- 
ed" and “overrated” perception of the SARS 
problem that was killing the countries 
‘economies. 

The real problem, he added, was “another 
kind of SARS or Severe Awareness Responsi- 
bility Shortage.” 

“Look, there were some four million cases 
of pneumonia throughout the whole world in 
1995, SARS had killed less than 400 people,” 
he explained. 

‘Compared to Singapore, that incurred a 
sharp 58 percent reduction in its tourism in- 
come, and Hong Kong, where the airline 
Cathay Pacific experienced а 55-percent 
grounding of its fleet, Gordon said the Philip- 
pines attained a 2-percent rise in tourist ar- 
rivals during the entire first quarter. 

‘The high arrivals in January and February 
had managed to offset the 9.5-percent drop in 
March, he sai 

Gordon said the DOT remained aggressive in 
promoting Philippine tourism in countries where 
there are still no SARS cases like Germany. 
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clared in 2002 that they could no longer act 
on the complaint forwarded by the Commis- 
sion on Human Rights.

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SARS reports drive people to panic 


PEOPLE in the provinces are being driven to the edge of 
panic by numerous reports, most of them unconfirmed, of 
persons getting infected by the virus that causes Severe 
Acute Respiratory Syndrome (SARS).

In Pangasinan, residents of a vil- 
lage in Mangaldan town panicked 
after an overseas Filipino worker 
went down with high fever days af- 
ter her arrival from Hong Kong. 

A resident said the OFW ar- 
rived April 6 and started to have 
fever on April 10. But doctors at 
the Region 1 Medical Center said 
the OFW suffered from urinary 
tract infection (UTI), not SARS. 

‘The homecoming ofa domestic 
helper from Hong Kong, a native 
of Tambulig, Zamboanga del Sur, 
turned out to be a publicly her- 
alded event in Ozamis City Satur- 
day morning because of the SARS 
scare. 

The domestic helper went 
home after her employer in Hong 
Kong went jobless and could not 
pay her wages anymore. 

The ship that was carrying the 
‘woman was kept from docking 
for hours until health teams had 
examined the suspected SARS 
carrier. 


Rumor source 

The rumors first spread in 
Tambulig, where townsfolk had 
been expressing alarm over the 
woman's homecoming. 

After the tests were made and 
the ship was cleared to dock, 997 
passengers, mostly wearing pro- 
tective covers such as hankies, 
towels and whatever they could 
use to cover their faces, streamed 
out of the vessel. 

Many of the passengers were 
alarmed when they learned they 
would be delayed because of a 
probable SARS case. 

‘A member of the health team 
said the woman's body tempera- 
ture at the time of the test was 
37.3 degrees Celsius, very much 
lower than the indicative body 
temperature of a probable SARS 
patient of over 38 degrees. 

But the health personnel ad- 
vised the woman to voluntary iso- 
late herself for seven to 10 days, 
after which she should seek medi 
cal attention to properly evaluate 
her condition. 

In the event the woman mani- 
fests SARS symptoms, the team 
said they would invite those who 
came in close contact with her, 
primarily those whose beds are 
near hers, to medical tests. 

The woman's mother who 
came to fetch her daughter, was 
overwhelmed by the attention 
her virtually unknown family 
suddenly got. 

Bur she admitted that back in

Tambulig town, she had minor al- 
tercations with some neighbors, 
who expressed alarm over re- 
ports that her daughter was car- 
rying the SARS virus. 

The mother said before her 
daughter left for home, rural 
health unit personnel told her to 
isolate her daughter to make sure 
she doesn’t spread the SARS virus 
ifever she carried it. 

Residents used barrels to block 
the national highway leading to 
the hospital where the woman 
was supposed to be taken. 


Placards 

The residents carried placards 
with the message: “SARS no en- 
чу" 

In General Santos City, persons 
showing SARSlike symptoms 
were told not to go directly to 
clinics or hospitals to avoid 
spreading the virus. 

Dr. Fidel Penamante, city 
health officer, said possible SARS 
patients should wait for medical 
teams at home. 

“Our foremost concern here is 
to prevent the spread of the 
virus,” he said. 

In Cotabato City, health au- 
thorities said they could not prob- 
ably handle SARS cases. 

In Negros Oriental, doctors ase 
grappling with whether to treat or 
not persons infected with SARS. 

“We are not psychologically 
ready. We are trying to prepare 
scientifically but we always have 
that feeling of self-preservation 
especially if you're a married per- 
son,” said Dr. Walden Ursos, an 
internist at the Silliman Medical 
Center (SMC). 

“We're also concerned about our 
family. For me, its going to be a 
personal decision, which 1 will 
have to make when the patient is 
there,” said Ursos, chair of the hos- 
pital’ infection control committee. 

Ina media briefing on the hos- 
pital's preparations for SARS, Ur- 
sos said hospital personnel have 
been directed to wear masks at all 
times, even as Negros Oriental re- 
mains SARS-free. 

"We are just preparing for the 
fear of the unknown, even as this 
might be misinterpreted by some 
to mean that SARS is already in 
Dumaguete. But we are just try- 
ing to be prepared, in response to 
the request of the Department of 
Health. This will be our first line * 
of defense,” he said. 

Sr. Gloria Ibalio, medical direc-* 
torof the Holy Child Hospital, ad- 
mitted on Friday that they were 
not equipped to handle SARS cas- 
es and any SARS patient would 
be sent to Manila 

At the Negros Oriental Provin- 
cial Hospital, Dr. Virgilio Sienes 
said the province has an isolation.

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The passion of Lanao's Cebuano writers

PASSIONATE patience at 

А = craft through іті- 

tation and experience, and 

the ability to strike a balance be- 

tween literary art and popular cul- 

ture have been the lifetime concerns 
of Lanao's writers in Cebuano. 


They may not be considered mainstream, nor 
will hey ever be lionized by Manila's tr-media 
due to ignorance and indifference, but still their 
achievements cannot be underestimated. One 
day, when all of their works have been collected 
to contribute to the poetics on vernacular litera- 
ture, Filipinos will have a better appreciation of 
the writers’ staying power in the context of 
shifting language policies and the few publish- 
ing outlets available to them, such as the Bisaya 
Magazine founded by Ramon Roces in 1930. 

With pride, the writers, who are in their 
60s and 70s, brought with them for the inter- 
view copies of their early and latest works. 
One of them opened a family album contain- 
ing news clippings and photos taken during 
writing awards.

Penaserada. 


During the lively interview, the InquiReR Min- 
danao probed the all-male group on why they 
write, how they have dealt with their "agonies," 
and almost everything else about their lives. 
The surprise twists that afternoon were the 
“instant workshop" on the short story, “Dito Sa 
Among Baryo,” by Sheilfa Alojamiento, this 
year’s second prize winner of the Don Carlos 
Palanca Memorial Awards for Literature in Ce- 
buano, and the reading of "The Writer's Creed" 
as dialogue from Act 2 of Edmond Rostand's 
“Cyrano de Bergerac,” which read, in part, that 
the writer must "fight or write,” must remain 
“ree, with an eye to see things as they are." 
‘And so here, in short takes, are four of 
Lanao's most important writers in Cebuano. 


Penaserada 

“I never write à line that I haven't heard in 
my heart,” Arturo G. Penaserada, 71, charac- 
terized his writing career. The soft-spoken, 
two-time Palanca awardee and recipient of 
other numerous writing awards from the Li- 
wayway Publishing House and the writers’ 
groups, Lubas sa Dagang Bisaya (Ludabi) and 
the Bathaladhong Halad sa Dagang (Bathal- 
ad), came despite commuting problems. 
‘Trouble was again brewing between govern- 
ment troops and the Moro Islamic Liberation 
Front rebels in his hometown, Kauswagan. 

As a high school student who enrolled late. 
for his classes, Penaserada felt challenged to 
prove himself because of his inability to dia- 
gram sentences. He wrote copiously and pub- 
lished his poetry and stories in English in his 
high school and college student papers at the 
Misamis Colleges, but he shifted to Cebuano 
soon afterwards. 

His first rejection slip came from an editor 
of the Bisaya, who said that although his story 
had "superb description, there was no story" 

Challenged once more, he read stories in 
English, learning on his own writers’ narrative 
techniques, particularly Emest Hemingway's. 

In spite of his teaching and administrative 
duties as a high school principal, Penaserada 
‘wrote almost daily. In time, he learned how to 
“end the story, especially when the public 
needs more." 

And showing an early preference for "beau- 
tiful places" and “beautiful women with long 
hair and nige legs,” he has since authored 80 
short storiés, nine of these about women, 
such as “Sadia,” “Rhodora,” "Felima," "Ced- 
ing,” “Amapola,” "Pula ang buhok sa Rosas,” 
“Graduation” and "Dugos sa Putyokan." 

As a beginning writer, Penaserada studied 
the writing styles and editorial policies of the 
Bisaya before his first published story, “Sadia” 
appeared there. 

Penaserada also talked about his first Palanca 
award-winning story, originally tiled “Tuli” 
(Circumcision), which was published under the 
title "Usa Ka Tunob Sa Usa Ka Batar-on," by the 
conservative editors of the Bisaya. Insisting that 
parts of the body should be labeled as we know 


them, Penaserada kept this story until the call 
for entries for the Palanca came two years ago. 
Submitting the same story in its original titie, it 
won first prize in the prestigious contest. 


Hynson 
А barber and retired government employ- 
ee-turned-novelist, Ricardo M. Hynson, 69, 
learned about the craft from English and 
American writers, and from one of his barber- 
shop customers, Gumersindo Rafanan. 
Hynson had his share of "numerous rejection 
slips" for although he knew his Cebuano well, 
he lacked the technical skill in writing fiction. 
Like Penaserada, Rafanan and Marcelo Geo- 
callo, Hynson did not go to writers workshops 
because at that time, there were nothing of the 
kind. He continued to write publishing his first 
short story, "Ang Bulak,” in Bisaya in 1958. 
But again, Hynson learned one more lesson 
from an editor of the Bisaya who told him to 
avoid "mechanical endings,” referring to his 
short story, “Haring Lawaan,” inspired by 
Hemingway's "Old Man and the Sea." Hynson 
used as metaphor the struggles between man 
and the octopus, with the octopus winning 
over man. The significance must have been 
missed by the editor because he asked Hyn- 
son “to make man win” instead. 


‘Compromise may not have been ideal for a 
writer who must always be independent, but 
for Hynson, who was only beginning to get 
published, it was difficult to argue with an ed- 
itor who preferred moral lessons in tradition- 
al plots, or of an editor who knew what the 
public wanted. Hynson relented, eventually, 
and the story was published in the Manila 
Bulletin’s Silaw magazine in 1962. 

Today, after 15 novels, 150 short stories, 10 
poems and a dozen writing awards from the 
Bisaya, Ludabi and Bathalad, Hynson is a 
household name among the readers of Bisaya. 
At present, his novel, “Maria Isabel Martinez: 
GRO,” is being serialized in the Bisaya for 42 
weeks at P250 a week, a no mean feat for a 
humble man who realized that the writer 


must go through other "agonies" besides 
sleeping on a sacred mountain. 


Rafanan 

Among the four Cebuano writers from. 
Lanao, Gumersindo M. Rafanan, 62, is a poet 
and fictionist writing in Cebuano, Tagalog 
and English. To date, he has authored 25 nov- 
els in Cebuano, most of them in serial form, 
either in print or illustrated in the comics sec- 
tion of Bisaya. 

His latest novel, “Ang Gikalisangan sa Pantao 
Ragat,” came out in 94 installments in Bisaya at 
P250 per issue, surely a pittance in comparison 
to the demands of writing a novel but an im- 
provement since 1953 when, according to 
Rafanan, the going rate for the short story was 


„P25 in the Bisaya and P40 in the Liwayway. 


From this Ludabi and Bathalad-Mindanao 
Hall of Famer, winning to date a total of 71 
prizes for his fiction and poetry, including the 
Cultural Center of the Philippines grantin 1994 
for his Tagalog translation of Sulpicio Osorio's 
novel, “Mga Bungsod Nga Gipangguba," 
Rafanan has developed a perfect understanding 
of moment and milieu, writing for his audience 
topical, realistic and “conversational” stories. 
"Why make [poetry or stories] difficult?" he 
asks. In his experience and in his study of the 
literary styles of writ- 
ers in popular maga- 
zines that publish Ce- 
buano fiction and po- 
etry, he has leamed 
that if the work is "too 
literary” readers 
won't read them be- 
cause “they are not 
really educated.” 

As a former En- 
glish major and re- 
tired government au- 
ditor Rafanan, like 
Penaserada, has been. 
called by scholar Re- 
sil Mojares "a most 
competent writer" in 
Cebuano. 

Early in his writing 
career, Rafanan had 
picked up writing 
techniques from En- 
glish and American 

; models. But his fierce 
devotion to writing 
in Cebuano is legend. 
In an emotional 
appeal “to love one’s own language and cul- 
ture” during the recent “Balaki ko day" literary 
readings at the St. Michael's College in Iligan 
City, which was sponsored by the National 
‘Commission for Culture and the Arts, Rafanan 
challenged his audience to take a hard look at 
themselves, at where they come from, and to 
take pride in their own language, echoing the 
sentiments expressed long ago by then Presi- 
dent Carlos P Garcia, who was also a poet. 


Geocallo 

Like the other three writers, Marcelo A. 
Geocallo, 63, need not kiss the hem of a 
muse's gown to make him write. 

Saying that he types away without ritual or 
ceremony, Geocallo said, matreroffacdy "I 


‘write anytime and anywhere.” Settling comfort- 
ably in his chair, he told everyone in the room 
that writing for him has never been such fun, 

Using alternately the pen names, Geroni- 
mo A. Molave, Ram Sanara and Juanario Diez 
Saez, Geocallo is also a Ludabi and Bathalad 
Hall of Famer, having won five prizes for fic- 
tion, five first prizes for poetry and citations 
for essays and radio scripts. 

This writing machine has written a total of 
200 poems, 200 short stories and 12 novels, 
and has produced radio scripts every week for 
12 months during his brief stint with Iligan’s 
radio station dxIC. 

Aside from being prolific, Geocallo is the 
mostanthologized in the group. His works ap- 
peared in the Kaliring, Wagas, Sanggi and the 
Cebuano Poetry/Sugboanong Balak and Pan- 
чаап Cebuano published by the Ateneo de 
Manila University Press in 1993.

Jet-setting FVR 
passes tests

BAGUIO CITY—The man who possibly holds 
the record in the country for the highest fre- 
quent flyer mileage had to undergo a series of 
SARS tests at the Baguio Country Club (BCC) 
here on Friday where he attended the annual 
assembly of the Semiconductor and Electron- 
ics Industries in the Philippines Inc. (Seipi). 

For former President Fidel Ramos, the 
SARS test is not the first drawback in his self- 
proclaimed role as the Philippines elder 
statesman.

rectly into their mouths as is 
customary.

Obligatory prayer 

This prayer is called the 
Oratio Imparata, or obliga- 
tory prayer. Sin called on 
the parishes to recite this 
prayer during daily Mass, 
asking God to "protect us 
and spare us who are faced 
with the danger of the mys- 
terious sickness of Severe 
Acute Respiratory Syn- 
drome.” 

The obligatory prayer 
originated from the early 
century Catholic Church 
and is a plea for help for 
those “contaminated” with 
diseases. It seeks divine in- 
tervention in times of 
calamities and inexplicable 
natural catastrophes. 

The Catholic Bishops 
Conference of the Philip- 
pines made a similar call 
during the onslaught of El 
Niño in 1998. But it had re- 
vised the prayer to make it 
into a prayer for rain. Then 
CBCP president, Archbishop 
Oscar Cruz said then that, 
“This prayer was so power- 
ful that if used during El Ni- 
ño, violent rains coupled 
with flooding would come 
instead...” 

The prayer was also used 
in 1982-83 during another 
El Niño spell which ravaged 
crops and livestock worth 
P5 billion.

Catholics to “move together 
as a Christian community, 
believing the promise of the 
Lord that with great faith, 
we can move mountains." 

He also asked that inten- 
tions be inserted in the in- 
tercession and prayers dur- 
ing Masses, asking God to 
spare the Filipinos and the 
world from SARS, and that 
those suffering from the dis- 
ease be healed “and find 
comfort and consolation of 
fered by our Christian com- 
munities.”

А male employee said 
drivers of public utility vehi- 
cles in Taclobari refused to take 
medical staff to the hospital. 

Jose Cular, a motoreab driv- 
ег, admitted he has refused to 
take passengers to the EVRMC, 
especially if they are medical 
workers. 

“I might be infected by 
SARS. 1 am just trying to pro- 
tect myself," he said. 

‘A female nurse at the medi- 
cal ward said she was hesitant 
to report for work after JP was 
brought to the hospital. 

“Iam afraid not only for my- 
self but for my own family,” she 
said. 

She said she did not feel like 
going to work when she 
learned that JP was in the hos- 
pital. 

The EVRMC, designed as the 
SARS center for Eastern 
Visayas, has 420 staff mem- 
bers. 


‘The husband has not shown 
SARS symptoms. 

Dr. Adelaida Asperin, chief 
of the hospital, said an X-ray, 
done shortly after JP was ad- 
mitted at the EVRMC on Friday 
afternoon, yielded negative for 
pneumonia. 

Still, JP will be considered a 
SARS patient pending results 
oftests on blood samples taken 
from her. 

Mila Bachu-Bacus, Depart- 
ment of Health director for 
Eastern Visayas, could not say 
if there was a need to quaran- 
tine the village where JP lives. 

JP is from Barangay Maybucog, 
about a kilometer away from the 
town proper of Maydolong, East- 
em Samat. 

The attending physician of 
JP and her husband has also 
been placed under isolation. 

The doctor, a staff member of 
EVRMC, is given his daily ration 
of food and can only be contact- 
ed through his cellular phone. 
He wears complete protective 
gear including N95 mask, gog- 
gles, disposable protective 
gown, gloves, boots and shoe 
cover. 

Dr. Nicholas Bautista, chief 
epidemiologist of the DOH 
Eastern Visayas who fetched JP 
from her residence, said JP 
made only four contacts—her 
husband, her parents and their 
houseboy. 

The parents and the house- 
boy had agreed to undergo vol- 
untary quarantine. 


Fewer patients 

Asperin admitted that there 
were fewer patients at the 
EVRMC since JP was admitted 
to the hospital. She could not 
however say how many pa- 
tients had left che hospital. 

The EVRMC has a 250-bed 
capacity but sometimes the 
number of patients reaches 
more than 300, Asperin said. 

Asperin warned EVRMC per- 
sonnel that she would not 
think twice about terminating 
their employment if they 
showed reluctance in attend- 
ing to JP. 

“If they cannot follow or- 
ders, they better resign. They 
should not renege on their du- 
ties,” she said. 


Discrimination 

EVRMC staff complained 
they were being discriminated 
against since JP was confined 
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them. We should help them go to 
health facilities to be isolated,” he 
told the INQUIRER. 

At a briefing Friday, Secretary 
Manuel Dayrit said the Department of 
Healtli was bracing for "the possibili 
ty of seeing [more] SARS cases in re- 
mote areas” because of returning 
OFWs. 

He said yesterday that there was 
still no strong indication that OFWs 
were being “stigmatized as a group." 

“But if you come from Hong Kong, 
[one of the hardest-hit areas in Asia], 
people are likely to stay away from 
you,” he said. 

Dayrit said the issue was some- 
thing that the DOH was trying to ad- 
dress, “We need to step up our infor- 
mation dissemination efforts to en- 
sure that everything is OK,” he said, 


Vaccine years away 

In Kuala Lumpur WHO official 
Mark Salter said the search for an ef- 
fective vaccine would take time. 

“I think we are looking at two 
years, three years maybe, before a 
Vaccine," he said, adding that WHO. 
planned to pull together world vac- 
Cine experts next week to speed 
things along. 

In Alcala, Pangasinan, the quaran- 
tine imposed on three zones of Baran- 
gay Vacante here is expected to be of- 
ficially lifted today despite the De- 
partment of Health's confirmation 
Friday that SARS caused the deaths of 
a woman and her father from the vil- 
lage. 

The lifting of the isolation period 
was initially scheduled yesterday, 
Health officials put it off for today to 
allow for a final examination of the 
quarantined residents for symptoms 
of the Severe Acute Respiratory Syn- 
drome, 


Quaratine extended 

But in Manila, Dayrit said he had 
ordered a five-day extension of the 
quarantine on a number of house- 
holds in Vacante. The members of 
these households were the close con- 
tacts of Mauricio Catalon, who died 
of SARS on April 22 after being infect- 
ed byhis daughter Adela. 

Dayrit deferred Mauricio's burial, 
earlier scheduled yesterday, to 
Wednesday. 

Mauricio's wife, their son and a 
granddaughter who are in quaran- 
tine at the Research Institute for 
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‘Tropical Medicine in Alabang will be 
told to stay on until the end of the 
month, in observance of the regula- 
tory two-week isolation period. 
‘Their last contact with Mauricio was 
on April 16. 

The close contacts of Adela Cat- 
alon, who died on April 14, have 
been cleared. 

Dayrit also said the latest X-rays 
of JB the country's fourth SARS case 
and now in isolation at the Eastern 
Visayas Regional Medical Center, 
showed that she no longer had 
symptoms of pneumonia and had 
recovered from fever. 

But more tests will be conducted 
on JR who is afflicted with tuberculo- 
sis, to determine the gravity of her ail- 
ment, Dayrit said. 

He also said none of JP's four 
close contacts had exhibited SARS 
symptoms as of press time. (See sto- 
ry on page A1.) 

In an executive order issued Fri- 
day night, President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo vested Dayrit with sweeping 
powers, including the authority to 
use the police and military, to con- 
tain SARS. 

The President yesterday said she 
would take the EO with her to the. 
Asean leaders summit on SARS in 
Bangkok on Tuesday, hopefully 
along with proposed legislation on 
"strengthening the penalties for vio- 
lating the rules to prevent SARS 
from spreading." 

In her EO, Ms Macapagal also 
threatened to slap administrative 
sanctions on public officials who 
refuse to cooperate with govern- 
ment measures, 

The other day, Tacloban Mayor Al- 
fredo “Bejo” Romualdez Sr. tried to 
block а DOH team that was taking JP 
from Maydolong, Eastern Samar, to 
the EVRMC in Tacloban.

Reviving ‘wrecks’

With a wreck in their hands, 
the car theft syndicate needs a 
vehicle, a look-alike preferably, 
and of the same model to make 
itcome to life, So the operatives 
spot fora “twin.” 

Serialized parts of the stolen 
vehicle are removed and in their 
place the serialized parts ofthe 
‘wreck are transferred, And since 
the wreck and its documents were 
bought from the insurance and 
have a deed of sale, transfer of 
ownership cannot be questioned. 

When the stolen vehicle (that 
now has the serialized parts and 
genuine documents of the 
Wreck) is sold, the seller and the 
buyer execute a deed of sale. All 
documents are genuine and the 
transaction is above board. 

This is as “clean” as it can get 
without connivance from gov- 
ernment agencies. When it gets 
to second-hand car dealers, it is 
presented as a fully document- 
ed, previously legitimately 
owned vehicle. 


Hardly any conviction

car theft and prevent sale of 
stolen MVs from thriving. The 
bad news is that despite the 
Jaws, hardly anyone has been 
convicted and jailed for car 
theft.

Certificate 

Ifyour car is stolen while 
parked (SWP) or forcibly taken 
(FT), report the incident to the 
police precinct of the area 
‘where it happened. You will be 
asked to write a complaint sheet 
after which you will be issued a 
certification. 

From there, proceed to Task 
Force Limbas (or its equivalent 
in your area). Present the com- 
plaint sheet and certification, 
‘You will be issued an alarm 
sheet containing the circum- 
stances pertaining to your loss. 
The police will also send out an. 
alarm to various regions. 

The Philippine National Po- 
lice's Traffic Management 
Group (TMG) issues the certifi- 
cate of non-recovery (for insur- 
ance claims) after 90 days at the 
most. To get this you have to 
submit clear machine copies of 
the complaint and alarm sheets 
mentioned earlier plus identifi- 
cation document and picture. 


Documents needed 

From the LTO where your ve- 
hicle was originally registered, 
get clear and authenticated 
copies of the following: vehicle 
sales invoice, LTO confirmation 
certificate, LTO motor vehicle 
report showing the stencil of the 
motor and chassis numbers, 
PNO motor vehicle clearance 
certificate, and other proofs of 
ownership. 

Read your insurance policy. 
‘Some companies have add-ons 
in their favor.

A barangay watchman identi- 
fied as Sherwin Dula allegedly 
died of typhoid fever, while at 
least 300 residents reportedly 
contracted the disease, according 
to villager officer Gerald Santos.

Waterworks disconnected pipes 
at the subdivision and began 
flushing out “dark” water, accord- 
ing to Mercaida, б 

Once the water becomes clear, he 
said, the firm would then reconnect 
the pipes and treat the water with 
heavy doses of chlorine. 

"The process would take time,” 
Mercaida said. “But at least well 
be sure that the water would be 
safe and clean.” 

Residents be. п complaining 
of high fever, vomiting, diarrhea, 
and other ailments when the firm 
operated a new water pump, San- 
tos said. 

Mercaida had admitted that the 
pump could have flushed dirty sedi- 
ments from previously unused 
pipes into the main water system. 

Early this month, Santos de- 
scribed the tap water as “black as 
coffee.” 

He said the water looked that 
way for at least eight hours.

ORLANDO, Florida—The Orlando 
Magic, a one-man show? Hardly.

Backing up McGradys 29 points 
was Darrell Armstrong's 20 points, 
eight assists and six rebounds, and 
Drew Gooden's 15 points and seven 
rebounds. Gordan Giricek snapped 
‘out ofa slump to score 10 points, all in. 
a crucial third-quarter burst. 

“For those guys to play like that, 
man, that can carry us a long way in 
the playoffs," said McGrady, who fell 
short of a third straight 40-point 
game. “I told them (Thursday) to go 
out there and play the game, don't 


change it for me. And they did a great 
job of that. 

“If they continue to play like that, 1 
really don’thave to do much." 

In a loss at Detroit on Wednesday, 
McGrady had 46 points and everyone 
else 31. That embarrassment made 
the Game 3 victory sweeter for Arm- 
strong.

HOUSTON, Texas—Andre Agassi 
moved within one win of the world 
No. 1 spot after crushing qualifier Ri- 
cardo Mello 6-0, 6-1 at the US Clay 
Court championships on Friday. 

Agassi, who will knock Lleyton He- 
witt off the top of the rankings if he 
beats Mardy Fish or Jurgen Melzer in 
the semi-finals on Saturday, took just 
43 minutes to overpower Mello. 

"To be number one at all is a great 
accomplishment, so I would certainly 
feel rewarded in that,” the top-seeded 
‘American told the Association of Tennis 
Professionals’ (ATP) official website. 

“But for me, being number one is 
also the result of playing the best ten- 
nis and improving it day after day. 
‘Over a S2-week period, to reach num- 
ber one would be nice.” 

‘Agassi, the Australian Open cham- 
pion, completed his 21st victory in 22 
matches this year.

DID you know that the man 
who introduced us to the 
sachet is the same one who 
leads the city of Antipolo? 

He is the same man who 
once drovea tricycle tomake 
ends meet for his family 

‘Humble beginnings led to 
Mayor Angelito Gatiabayan's 
breakthrough idea. After 
graduating with a Bachelor 
of Science in Chemical Engi- 
neering from Adamson Un 
versity and marrying his wife 
Josefina, Gatlabayan took a 
job as a tricycle driver to sup- 
port his family. 

“Driving a tricycle is a dif- 
ficult job and it gave me the 
challenge to get a degree 
and earn not with the mus- 
cle but with the brain.” 

He met an accident while 
driving his tricycle once and 
the experience made him 
think very hard about the 
future. It was then that he 
dreamed up the concept 
that would revolutionize 
the retail industry: sachet 
packaging. 

A money-saving blessing 
for singles, travelers and 
people with limited income, 
Gatlabayan, the chemist, 
formulated the use of sa- 
chet packs for shampoos, 
conditioners, flavoring and 
even pre-mixed coffee. 

Sachets were earlier be- 
lieved to be too difficult to 
formulate for single-serve 
packages. He then sold. the 
concept to firms engaged in 
packaging products intend- 
ed for single use. 

But before shaking the 
foundations of the industry 
with this revolutionary idea, 
Gatlabayan jumpstarted a 
career in laminated film and 
plastic packaging of snack 
foods, juice, coffee and

shampoo when he joined 
Philippine Cellophane Film. 
Corp. as OIC of the Techni- 
cal Services Department. 
From there, he became the 
operations manager for Reli- 
able Contract Manager 
where his talent and creativ- 
ity were honed. 

His phenomenal climb as 
president of Macstrat Inc. in 
the Packaging Philippine 
Division sealed his fate and 
his expertise in packaging. 

The ultimate feather to 
his cap was being hired as a 
regional director for Asia 
operation of Nagai Package 
Co. Ltd., a subsidiary of NP 
Group of Companies in Osa- 
ka, Japan, with offices in 
Manila, Bangkok, Jakarta 
and Singapore. 

He embarked on a cre- 
ative career in packaging 
with a concept attuned to 
the Filipino consumer's style 
‘emphasizing affordability. 

Forsome time, he mulled 
the concept of selling prod- 
ucts in small quantities so 
that the average Juan can 
buy what he needs only for 
the moment. 

When the idea caught the 
fancy of the manufacturers, 
Gatlabayan started to mar- 
ket his creation to package 
most of the consumer prod- 
ucts in sachets such as 
snack food, juice, coffee, 
creamer, shampoo, condi-

tioner and many others. 

Companies started to 
produce their products with 
the "masa" in mind for after 
all, they are the largest con- 
sumers in the country. 

"1 never thought Td reach 
this far. Asa young man, my 
only dream was to have a 
college degree, get a job 
and provide for my family" 
he said. 

Butas fate would have it, 
he was destined to do great 
things, to make life better 
for others. 

His ideas have definitely 
help marginalized Filipinos 
purchase products with just 
a few pesos. instead of buy- 
ing a bottle of shampoo, 
which may cost about P40 
and up, a consumer need 
only spend PS-P6 a sachet to 
geta decent bath fora day. 

From the concept of “tin- 
gi” to a trend in packaging, 
Gatlabayan has started a 
trend. Today, he would just 
sit back, relax and watch the 
royalties come pouring in. 
He also diversified his busi- 
ness from packaging to real 
estate and other enterprises 
locally as well as in other 
countries in Asia. He ex- 
plains, "If there are at least 
one million Filipinos using 
shampoo and conditioner in 
one day, that’s how much I 
will eam that particular day” 

Ic is the same fertile and 
creative mindset that governs 
his concepts for his home- 
town of Antipolo, Rizal, for 
which he has served as mayor 
since May of 1998. 

Shepherding Antipolo in- 
to cityhood for five years 
now, Mayor Gatlabayan has 
dedicated his stewardship 
toward making his city a

“Priceless”

PERFECT marketing strategies are 
never written in granite. The quest 
for the best and most effective way to 
win the heart and mind—and now 
the soul—of the customer is endless. 

A book was written about how

EXECUTIVE tablished 
R EAD “emotional 
touchpoints” 
with its customers—and made loyalty 
a cradle-to-grave virtue. 

Philip Kotler revised his four P's in 
marketing as he acknowledged the 
presence of "networked marketing" 
that refuses to be segmented. 

‘Michael Hammer volunteered ET- 
DBW.—or “easy-to-do-business—with.” 
Each attempt at taking a second—or in- 
ner—look at the customer draws us 
doser to the heart—nay, the soul—of 
the customer. 

"Classical marketing" (an oxy- 
moron) has been taking a beating, we 
know, including the durable distinc- 
tion between "product features" and 
“product benefits." 

The book, simply titled "Priceless," 
recommends: "The focus must now 
Shift to what a product or service of- 
fers and how it affects customers" 
lives." In other words, make the cus- 
tomer "experience" your product. 

The book presents what it calls 
“value experience"—delivering value 
with unforgettable events that there- 
fore enable the product to transcend 
the ordinary to become extraordi- 
nary—or priceless. Therefore, it is no 
longer a product that you buy; it’s a 
product that is part of a meaningful 
experience. 

How do you create “value experi- 
ence”? 

The authors reveal that the best 
way to develop lasting relationships 
with consumers is to “relate to their 
values and support what is important 
in their lives.” 

The book cites a small business 
that has made a transition and deliv- 


ered value to its customers: Deerpath 
Medical Associates, a group of spe- 
Gialists in Northern 

Illinois.

‘The book prefaces its answer with 
this: "An experience cannot happen 
without the customer's involvement.” 
The operative word is "engagement." 

The book offers the “Experience 
Engagement Process (ЕЕР).” It allows 
consumers to discover, evaluate, ac- 
quire, integrate and extend, Adapted 
fom a consumer decision-making 
model by Johan Arndt, EEP outlines 
the — stages customers 80 
through—thus uncovering the real 
value of an offering.” 

‘The first stage, to discover, hap- 
pens when consumers “identify prod- 
ucts and services to meet specific 
wants and needs, and uncover possi- 
ble sources for them.” The need or 
impulse to buy something may be 
‘company-induced—for instance, the 
latest Coke TVC inspires customers to 
join the "Hottah Hottah" rave. 

Tt can also be self-induced—a yup- 
pie decides he needs a new mobile 
phone with GPRS and an MP3 player. 
Or it can be situation-induced—when 
your ever-dependable laptop that 
stores practically everything bugs 
down. 


The next step, to evaluate, engages 
the consumers to “process” the KSFs 
(key success factors) of products be- 
fore finally making 
mere. the decision to 
br ur. Í buy This is a 
FAKE critical mo- 
because

This is the defining 

moment. He fishes 

‘out cash or shows his 

credit card. But, wait. 

The customer may yet 
change his or her mind. If your prod- 
uct has the style but not the color, 
then the ubiquitous competitor is ev- 
er ready to grab your customer by the 
hand. So, experience marketing must 
"hold the customer to the very end.” 

Upon acquisition, customers now 
integrate the goods into their lives. AS 
the authors point out, it is the "pro- 
cess of making something a part of 
the whole.” Your job doesn't end with 
every purchase—it has just begun. A 

personalized service, an attractive 
Packaging that has lasting val 
ue—may yet cement the relationship. 
You create “valuable integration ex- 
perience" for customers. 

"The decision to repurchase is to ex- 
tend the EEP According to the au- 
thors, "This is the stage where compa- 
ny and customer form a bond beyond 
mere ownership or use of a product or 
aservice.” 

Customers today are complex and 
are often moved by social events, For 
them, this is far beyond achieving sat- 
isfaction and brand loyalty. For com- 
panies, this is "reaching for the soul of 
the consumer" and, ultimately, seeing. 
the value through the customers

the bureaucracy will hide things." 

Angie has plans for Russ Berrie. 
‘One of these is to measure its brand 
equity and how it is used. 

"The gift industry is so fragmented. 
There are many players and no one is 
the leader. That is where the opportu- 
nities are. But we have to know what 
our image's.” 


No plant in RP 

Russ has no production facility in 
the Philippines. Angie says they used 
to source some of the products here 
but the costs were not as competitive 
as China's. Most of the firm's products 
are made in Guangdong, China, 
where SARS started. Ironically their 
products are not yet available in the 
Communist country. 

"We haven't figured out how to 
sell our products there—whether 
we will have our own store or part- 


ner with people." 

Worldwide, Russ has 1,750 people. 
Itsannual sales reach about $300 mil- 
lion. One of its greatest hits was the 
"Troll of the '90s which brought in 
sales of $250 million in one year, ac- 
cording to Angie. 

Angie believes Russ products are 
recession-proof. No matter how hard 
times are, people will buy gifts espe- 
cially plush items which account for 
45 percent of their sales. 

In her first few months as CEO, 
she has done well in imbibing the 
culture of command and authority 
which big boys speak with. This is 
quite a shift from her days as a PR 
assistant of Ace Compton (Saatchi 
and Saatchi) nearly 30 years ago. 
She says the PR head then was Dan- 
ny Gozo, former spokesperson of 
the Ayala Corp. 

Afer finishing Mass Communcia- 
tions from the Assumption College, 
she joined the ad agency where she 


stayed for three years, 

“I never thought I'd be in business. 
1 love advertising and everything 1 
learned in advertising is good—mar- 
keting, promotions. My first job was 
an essential tool to use in thinking 
when you are in the export busi- 
ness.” 

‘She was also entrepreneurial. She 
set up a modeling agency which pro- 
vided commercial models for agen- 
cies. And later, she went into exports. 

She says she relaxes by doing yoga 
three times a week and tai-chi class- 
es. 

Angie says she can never remem- 
ber what she did two days ago. She 
has to check her calendar. She lives by 
the day. 

And who is her confidante and 
mentor now? "No one." Russ always 
said its lonely at the top. In this job, 
you're alone. Before he asked me and 
T asked him, Now I have to leam to 
say this is my decision." 
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Oil firm backs Panglao 
2003 coral reef project 


TOTALFinaEIf Philippines (TFE Philippines) 
supports Panglao 2003, an international ma- 
rine biodiversity project slated in May this 
year. 

Citing the Philippines as among the world's 
most fascinating areas for coastal ecosystems 
study, marine experts from 15 nations all over 
the globe will visit the Bohol province to em- 
bark on the project that aims, among others, 
to shed light on marine species diversity on a 
global scale. 

The project's main proponents are Total- 
FinaElf Foundation and the French Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs. The other groups sup- 
porting the project are Conservation Inter- 
national and the Asean Regional Center for 
Biodiversity Conservation in collaboration 
with the University of San Carlos in Cebu 
City. 

In line with its parent company’s commit- 
ment to the protection of coastal ecosystems, 
ТЕЕ Philippines has pledged its support for 
the project whose beginnings dates back to 
1992, when TotalFinaElf Foundation found 
thousands of marine species in the exotic sites 
of New Caledonia. 

Similar studies followed in 2000 at Loyalty 


Islands in Lifou and in Rapa (Australes 
archipelago) in 2002. The project culminates 
in Panglao, which is considered to hold a key 
position at the heart of the Indo-Pacific 
species richness gradient. 

A team of 75 international marine experts 
will conduct the 45-day fieldwork from May 
to July 2003 to acquire new scientific knowl- 
edge on the richness of Philippine marine. 
species. Panglao 2003 is led by senior profes- 
sors Dr. Philippe Bouchet of the French Na- 
tional Museum and Dr. Danilo Largo, Biology 
department chair of the University of San 
Carlos in Cebu. 

Participants in the study are composed of 
marine scientists, professors, students, divers, 
technicians and volunteers from 15 countries 
namely Austria, Belgium, Italy, Australia, Rus- 
sia, Singapore, Sweden, Taiwan, France, New 
Caledonia, Norway, Spain, Philippines, Thai- 
land, Vietnam and the United States. Addi- 
tionally, local institutions like the Philippine 
National Museum and the Marine Science In- 
stitute of the University of the Philippines will 
participate. 

Panglao is located at the west portion of 
Bohol's capital, Tagbilaran City. 


Frenchman plays David 
to Starbucks Goliath 


PARIS—When Philippe Bloch came up with a 
plan to sell take-away café lattés to picky 
Parisians used to shots of eye-popping espres- 
so, his bankers balked and traditional French 
café owners called him crazy. 

“You can’t reinvent a business as old as the 
French café,” quipped one rival at the opening 
of the first Columbus Café in central Paris 
back in 1994. 

Nearly a decade later, the energetic French- 
man and his parmer Ralph Hababou have 
built up a chain of over 30 coffee bars and 
more are on the way. 

But their success in winning over Parisians 
with a distinctly American-style coffee con- 
cept has not come easily and their struggle of- 
fers some clues on why Seattle-based java gi- 
ant Starbucks is still steering clear of France, 
some 20 years after US fast-food icon McDon- 
ald’s set up shop here. 

Ina new book, Bloch describes his crusade 
to create Columbus Café—a tale of battles 
with French bureaucrats, disheartening meet- 
ings with investors and even a trip to court 
where he was admonished by a French judge

for trying to be "too American." 

Like McDonald's, which took the better 
part of a decade to turn a profit in France, 
Columbus is only now reaching the break 
even point. 

But after years of flirting with failure, the 
chain and iis flavored lattés, brownies and 
muffins is winning fans—vindication for 
Bloch, who put a successful consultant career 
оп hold after falling in love with an American- 
style espresso bar on Columbus Avenue in 
New York in 1993. 

“Culturally we are beginning to win our 
battle," Bloch said. “The concept is beginning 
to become a part of everyday life."

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Eyes mirror the soul and the big eyewear busi

THE EYES are the mirrors of the soul. They also 
reflect the big business of eyewear. The newest. 
to make a spectacle of this business is Viva Inter- 
national Group, which is launching its three 
branded products: Harley-Davidson Perfor- 
‘mance Eyewear, Marc Ecko Scopes and Gant 
Eyewear, in time for summer in the Philippines. 

‘On hand for the debut in the country of these 
three eyewear brands, which have made their 
mark in the United States and Europe, was re- 
gional director Conrad Blandford. He has been 
for eight years with Viva International Group, 
the 25-year-old American company which has 
offices and direct sales forces in 11 countries 
and distribution in more than 50 countries. 

“We've been 25 years in the US and 12 years 
in Europe," he says. Last year, Viva Internation- 
al group opened its distribution center in Hong 
Kong to service South East Asia and Australia. 
“Fortunately, I've been going around the region 
for 10 years and 1 know how it works down 
here. That helps because when I visit a new 
market and do research, I would need as long 
as two years to come to a final point,” he says. 

The final point in Manila came when he met 
the head of In-Look Fashion (Phils.) Inc. in 
Hong Kong, “It was pure coincidence. They 
were looking to expand their operations in the 
Philippines at the same time that I was looking 
to expand in the Philippines,” says Blandford. 
‘And clinching the deal for both of them was 
Blandford's strong feeling that “these are the 
people who at the end of the day feel comfort- 
able dealing with.” Distributorship still works 
on a very human, feel-good level. 


Market positioning 

So, how is he positioning his eyewear prod- 
ucts in a tropical market that is already wide- 
eyed with, or even blinded by, them? Looking 
at the bigger frame, he says. “the presence of 
very famous names already here dictates 
where we should go in as well." 

Meaning, to go to a level "that will be ac- 
ceptable to the populace.” This level is identi- 
fied according to the fashion and function of 
the brand 


Performance eyewear 

Harley-Davidson Performance Eyewear, he 
says, is geared exclusively for men, specifically 
the motorcycle rider who needs protection for 
his eyes against dust, sand and wind. But the 
fashion has shifted from the aesthetics of the rip- 
roaring Hell's Angels of the '70s to the more so- 
phisticated stylishness of professionals, especial- 
ly lawyers, who are now, surprisingly the bigger 
customers of Harley-Davidson. Why so? Because 
lawyers and other professionals have more mon- 
ey to afford the pricey Harley Davidson. The mo- 
torbike's Milwaukee company itself has changed 
their global image, from hell-bent to classy, in 
their eyewear and other items, like leather jack- 
ets, they threw in with their motorbikes. 


Eponymous brand 

Marc Ecko Scopes, the eponymous brand of 
the popular New York fashion designer, is 
‘great fun, its for everyone.’ But with a differ- 
ence. “In this globalized world that we live 
in,” Blandford says, “everything is available 
for everyone at any price. But whats exciting 
about this brand is that every single frame or 
sunglass is completely different from what 
you'd normally expect to find in the market. 
Tes so different from what everyone has." 


Young and trendy 

The Marc Ecko Scopes is designed for a 
young and trendy market, 16-25 years old, its 
features including special color lenses, design 
and size, for today's generation that wears su- 
per baggy clothes and dances to hip-hop or 
rap music, that kind of thing. 

"The third line of eyewear Viva Internation- 
al Group through its distributor In-Look Fash- 
ion is launching in the Philippines is the Gant 
Eyewear. Originally a Swedish company but 
with a lot of associations with American style, 
Gant first introduced their eyewear line 20 
years ago. It was only two years ago, however, 
"when Viva International Group took over its 
manufacturing and marketing. 

Its market are men, 35 years old and up. Be- 
fore Gant Eyewear, says Blandford, nobody was 
taking care of older people whose eyes as they 
grow older require thicker prescription lenses. 

Gant Eyewear has remedied this neglect of 
the generation of fading eyesight with excel- 
lent designs, matched with the comfort and 
convenience of lightweight but strong materi- 
als, specifically titanium and stainless steel, 
whose added advantage is that it's all allergy- 

e. 

Lightweight material has been state-of-art 
technology for eyeglasses since the last few 
years. “It feels almost like you're wearing noth- 
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ing,” he says. Another innovation is the gradi- 
ent shade, where Mare Ecko Scopes has been 
trending, “This season you'll be seeing exciting 
two-tones, darker at the top and gradually 
lightening towards the bottom, like silver and 
bronze, satin gold and brown, platinum and 
gray-blueor plum and violet. 


Acceptable brands 

“You are also going to be seeing more of 
flash silver in sunglasses," says Blandford. 
Its so called because at certain angles the 
lenses flash silver. 

Of Viva International Group's numerous 
client brands, why did they choose to bring 
in Marc Ecko, Harley-Davidson and Gant to 
the Philippines? 

"Our research into the market here has 
shown that these are the brands that will be. 
acceptable and affordable," says Blandford. 
In other words, these brands span the 
bridge between, say, Ray-Ban on one end 
and Calvin Klein on the other. 


The research has been taking him to more 
airports than he would care to see yet some 
more. “You have no idea how much I travel," 
he says, grinning. For instance, for his new 
Asian market, which is based in Hong Kong, 
he has been traveling all the way east up to 
Korea, including China, for the launch in 
April—by the end of April he expects to have 
done Viemam, India and the Ph 
pines—and all ће way down south to Aus- 
tralia fora summer launch. 

“And that's it for the moment,” he sighs,

Davidson, Marc Ecko and Gant eyewear in the 
right stores."

Booklatan sa Bayan 


The Integrated Book Development Program of the National Book Development Board

Romelia Payopelin smiles 
as she recounts those days when 
she would wake up very early to 
traverse the rocky meadows of 
Tapaz and catch the three-hour 
trip from Capiz to Iloilo City 
only to buy the latest textbooks 
for her children. 

To the 41-year-old mother of 
two high-school students and a 
fifth grader, a small public library 
oracommercial bookstore located 
in the nearby Roxas City or in her 
very hometown Tapaz "will surely 
be a relief." 

"Actually, we have the pro- 
vincial library in Roxas City where 
we can read and sometimes borrow 
books. But most of the reading ma- 
terials there are too old, dating back 
as far as the “70s,” Payopelin said 
in Capizeño dialect. 

“Besides, Tapaz is very far 
from the city. It's not practical to 
travel that far just to see some 
books. | might as well sell at the 
talipapa. May income pa,” added 
Payopelin, who has been a widow

NBDB's book drive for 
Capiz amassed not less than 3,000 
books in just a month.

improve indigenous technologies 
utilized in book publishing.

building, among others, a nation 


1994, Prof. Shigeo 
Minowa of Japan conducted a 
study on the Philippine book mar- 
ket, and he found out that "all 62 
million Filipinos (based on 1990 
statistics) can buy only 0.66 books 
per year given their per capita in- 
come." The figure appears ludi- 
crous when compared to the 7.8 
books available at that time to 


Americans, Russians, Japanese, 
and Germans, who not only re- 
ceived better education than Fili- 
pinos then—and up to now—but 
also enjoyed more affordable 
books. 

According to the NBDB sec- 
retariat chief, such data, though 
culled nine years ago, "is still rela- 
tively true today for 80 million 
Filipinos," who, by and large, 
place books and reading at the 
bottom of their priority list. 

“The reason behind is not the 
country's literacy rate but the ri- 
diculously high prices of both 
imported and locally published 
books we have here," Cunanan 
said. 

Minowa's study revealed 
that "book prices in the Philip- 
pines were 10 times higher than 
those in the United States, Rus- 
sia, Japan, or Germany." The 
country's heavy dependance on 
exorbitantly priced imported 
books (80% of the total books in 
circulation at that time) largely 
contributes to the low accessibil- 
ity of books in the Philippines. 
“Added to this is the high price of 
domestically produced books, 
predominantly school textbooks.” 
the study showed. 

While there continues to be 
a lack of data in the Philippine 
book market, it is against this 
backdrop that the NBDB piloted 
its Buoklatan sa Bayan program 
in the Visayas, specifically in 
Capiz, where there is an existing 
network and strong linkaging with 
the local government units. 

“The success of this program 
lies on its sustainability. This isn't 
just а one-shot thing. Booklatan 
зи Bayan is a long-term endeavor. 
That is why we need to have the 


support of recipient LGUs to en- 
sure that they will nurture what- 
ever we have sown in their local- 
ity,” Cunanan stressed. 

“So far, we have encourag- 
ing results. Many municipalities in 
Capiz have now started their own 
public libraries,” the NBDB ex- 
ecutive director said. 

In a survey conducted with 
697 Booklatan participants and or- 
dinary folks in Capiz, 78% said 
that the program was relevant, 
while 22% said otherwise. Forty- 
five percent also held that the 
program's implementation was 
satisfactory, 40% said it was very 
satisfactory, and 6% deemed it was 
excellent. 

The survey also showed that 
58% of those who participated in 
the program have increased their 
time in reading books, while 24% 
became more critical in their 
choice of the quality of what they 
read, and 12% have developed 
some form of awareness on the 
value of books. 

On the other hand, 66% of 
the Booklatan participants became 
interested in venturing into book 
publishing either as an author or 
as a publisher, while 34% of them 
were a bit speculative of the idea. 

One of the most tangible ef- 
fects of the program is the estab- 
lishment of a Libro franchise 
bookstore in Roxas City. Through 
the franchise, the owner has been 
able to consign books from Metro 
Manila. 

A scheme developed by one 
of NBDB's stakeholders, the Na- 
tionwide Book Network, Libro of- 
fers a working business model for 
running a bookstore. It provides 
the store's operating system, trade- 
mark, and technical support from 


authorities and experts in the Phil- 
ippine publishing and distribution 
industry. 

Ай опе needs to have a Libro 
franchise is at least 15-sq.m. store 
space, bookshelves. an internet- 
ready computer, and a telefax. 
Franchise fee is P75,000.00 only, 
while startup cash is estimated at 
P250,000.00. 

Because of its successful 
implementation in Capiz, 
Booklatan sa Bayan—at the re-' 
quest of several local leaders in the 
different parts of the country— 
will be replicated in Legaspi City, 
Albay come May 11 to 17. San 
Fernando City, La Union and- 
Zamboanga del Sur in July, 
Davao Oriental in August, and 
more to come this year. 

“We've been receiving re~ 
quests from mayors and con- 
gressmen to do the Booklatan 
in their localities." told 
Cunanan. "They believed in 
what we do; they believed in 
what NBDB does," she said 
while smiling. 

Armed with its Booklatan 
sa Bayan program, NBDB 
dreams of more Filipinos of all 
ages and all walks of life en- 
joying access to and reading û 
wider selection of quality and 
cheaper books and related ma- 
terials. It envisions public li- 
braries and commercial book- 
siores in every region. prov- 
ince, municipality, and even 
barangay nationwide. 

Yes, the dream of making 
this country a nation of read- 
ers and book lovers may be a 
bit far off for now, but NBDB 
has already taken humble yet 
meaningful strides towards that 
dream.

ABS-CBN reporters, 
crew in quarantine 
after SARS coverage 


By Leah Salterio 


ABS-CBN reporters Doris Bigornia 
and Dindo Amparo and six mem- 
bers of the production crew have 
been quarantined after covering 
the death of SARS victim Adela 
Catalon in Alcala, Pangasinan. 

Bigornia and Amparo were sent 
to Pangasinan on Holy Wednesday 
following the death of Catalon on 
Holy Monday, April 14. 

Bigornia covered the wake at 
Catalon’s house in Barangay Vacante, while 
Amparo did interviews at the Alcala Poly- 
medic Trauma Hospital, where the SARS vic- 
tim was confined before she was moved to the 
San Lazaro Hospital in Manila, where she 
eventually died. 

When Amparo returned to Manila on Holy 
Thursday, he was already running a fever, ac- 
cording to Luchi Cruz-Valdez, ABS-CBN vice 
president for news. 

“But it wasn't until after Adela's father 
(Mauricio) died last Tuesday (April 22) that 
we were alarmed, because Doris also inter- 
viewed him,” Valdez added. 

“Upon the advice of the Department of 
Health (DOH) and our company doctor, 
Doris, Dindo, the crew and six other people 
who were with them in Pangasinan were sub- 
jected to quarantine tests,” Valdez said. 

“We did that for the safety of the other peo- 
ple in our news room and our office.” 

She said, however, that according to the 
tests, Bigornia, Amparo and the rest of the 
production crew showed no SARS symptoms. 
Still, Bigornia, Amparo and the others have

been isolated, even from their 
families, for 14 days, said 
Ё Valdez.

said. “They are on vacation 
leave, but with pay.

‘Another ABS-CBN reporter, Aladdin Ba- 
colodan, is now in Alcala, Pangasinan, from 
where he continues to file SARS-related re- 
ports. 

When Bacolodan returns to Manila, he will 
also be subjected to a quarantine test, accord- 
ing to Valdez. 

“Our newsroom is far from being a leper 
colony,” the network executive said to dispel 
fears. "It is a very safe place.” 

Early this week, Bigornia did a report on 
her undergoing tests at St, Luke's Hospital for 
possible SARS symptoms. 

“When the hospital staff learned that she 
had come from Alcala, they told her to pro- 
ceed to San Lazaro or to RITM (Research In- 
stitute of Tropical Medicine) in Alabang,” 
Valdez said. 

“The (hospital) guard banned her from go- 
ing inside the Е.А. They don't even have an 
isolation room. Bur at the end of the day, she. 
was also checked up."

Wickedly wacky without 
being excessive 


EVER since James Bond hit the silver 
screen with his high-tech weaponry 
and cool bedside manner, secret- 
agent movies have just been begging 
to be spoofed. Austin Powers has had 
a great success doing just that, as did 
“Get Smart" on TV many years before 
that. 

But there's so much left to wickedly 
satirize, so the entry to the field of 
Rowan Atkinson in “Johnny English” 
is definitely neither redundant or an- 
ticlimactic. 

In fact, Atkinson achieves a solid 
success in his own right, different 
from that of the Austin Powers spy 
spoofs. This is because, while Powers 
is gleefully over-the-top and no- 
holds-barred, "Johnny English" is 
wickedly wacky without being exces- 
sive. 

It’s more realistic in its approach, 
зо the (many) laughs it elicits are 
warm instead of hysterical. This is 
screen comedy at its creative best, 
with Atkinson pacing the rest of the 
movie's similarly antic cast of comics. 

Atkinson comes from the Charlie 
Chaplin or more properly the Lloyd 
and Langdon school of screen come- 
dy. He uses his deadpan facial expres- 
sions with the comically astute exper- 
tise of a master. He can express more 
with a precisely-raised eyebrow than 
a series of slam-bang jokes delivered 
bya lesser comedian. 

In ‘Johnny English,” Atkinson plays 
the title character, no less. He's only a 
clerk at the secret service's headquar- 
ters, but is pushed to the top of the 
spy heap by circumstances beyond his 
control. 

He's so clueless that his lack of 
preparation is no sweat, no problem. 
He cheerfully bumbles along, letting 
other agents clean up his mess. The 
big punchline is, despite his utter 
Klutziness, good still manages to tri- 
umph over evil (no thanks to him). 

їп "Johnny English,” the "master" 
spy end his associates are pitted 
against a veritable evil genius (John 
Malkovich), a Frenchman who wants 
to succeed Queen Elizabeth to the 
British throne, so he can turn England. 
into a huge prison, and criminals" 
haven. 

At first, it looks like all is lost but, 
just as the evil French interloper is 
about to be crowned as Great 
Britain's new monarch, Atkinson sud- 
denly does a Tarzan act and plucks 
the crown from his evil nemesis head 
—and itlands on his own noggin! The 
Queen has abdicated; long live the 
new King (of comedy).

BATONG Paluay was once a sleepy 
barrio one and half kilometers 
away from San Andres town in 
Catanduanes. 

Three years ago, hundreds of youths from 
Virac walked 211% kilometers to reach the chapel 
of Our Mother of Sorrows ог “Dolorosa” in Ba- 
tong Paluay. 

Sheer energy and a buming love for the Virgin 
Mother are what drove these young people to 
walk all the way to the chapel. They came to ask 
for help in their studies, say thank you for pass- 
ing their exams, and pray for their loved ones. 

But itis not only the youth who come but peo- 

ple from all walks of life: mothers carrying their 
abies, fathers holding heir children, single men 
and women, and old people. They all have 
something to tell the Virgin whose icon domi- 
nates the main altar ofthe chapel. 

Nicanor Solmerano, the caretaker, says that 
people specially come on Good Friday. Barangay 
chair Juan Manlangit told us that there were 
plenty of people by 10 p.m. of Holy Thursday 
and the youth stil had to arrive, By 12 midnight, 
they came joining throngs of people praying to 
the Virgin. 

arrived in Virac the day before via Asian Spir- 
it and was able to go to Batong Paluay with my 
friends Ted Arcilla and Myshelle Tan through the 
Kindness of Mayor Joseph Cua, who lent us his

People were lighting candles at the left en- 
trance of the chapel, while others stayed at the 
pews to pray We prayed for those who asked us 
to pray for them. We lined up to pray to the "Do- 
lorose" and touch her face. 


Reaching Batong Paluay 

The miracle of the icon of the “Dolorosa” was 
believed to have begun during Spanish times. 
Imprinted on stone, the icon was found on a 
kamias tee, It was only the size of a thumb. Rosi- 
ta Santalices Pascual, 85, with whom I stayed, 
told me that the icon started to grow until the 
whole face appeared, 

Tita Rosing also told me the story of a woman 
who walked around the barrio begging for mate- 
rials to build her nipa hut. When the people 
brought them to the place she mentioned, they 
found the icon at the altar looked just like her 

Through the donations of barrio folk, devo- 
tees who come and the Association of Batong 
Paluay based in Metro Manila, the nipa hut was 
eventually transformed into a cement chapel. 
Masses are held at 7 a.m. and 5 p.m. on the First 
Friday of the month, while 5 p.m. Mass is cele- 
brated on other Fridays. Juan Manlangit told me. 
that the land where the chapel stood was donat- 
ed by the Nicolas Vargas family. 


How to reach Virac 

‘Take Asian Spirits direct fight from Manila 
that leaves at 6:15 a.m. Or take a bus to Tobaco 
Port in Cubao or Pasay. Ride either the M/V Eu- 
genia or Star Ferry. Travel time to San Andres 
Portis 3% hours. Motored tricycles can bring you 
to Batong Paluay from San Andres. 

While in San Andres, where there is a Par- 
adise Hotel, explore the 403-year-old Church of 
San Andres, the town’s patron. Parish priest is Fr. 
Edison Bernardo.

‘Christ. His son portrays the role now. We also 
met Yoly Santalices Monjarde, whose family 
brought out the “Santo Entierro.” 

Family tradition 
Ascension falls on June 1. It has been the tra- 


dition of the Santelices family to bring out their | 


image of the Lord of the Ascension, The tradition 
began with Pelagio and Fortunata Santelices, 
parents of Rosita Santalices Pascual. They had 
14 children: 10 girls and 4 boys. 

"Tita Rosing said the family and their relatives 
take tums in bringing out the image every As- 
cension Day for Holy Mass and procession. This 
year, Felicitas Aldave Gianan is the hermana.

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The Orosa-Nakpil collective, a thriving 
commune of nightlife establishments, proves 
once more that it can offer something other than 
the newest ‘mallified’ shopping center 
experience, Markus Schmidt exclaims! 


enkoy named after the 
laid-back, ^ mischievous 
mascot of Filipino Komiks 


fame and one of the newest addi- 
tions to the Malate night scene, is 
perhaps a fitting tribute to the 
quarter's legendary irreverence. 

In the late 705, when the disco fever was 
only a faint echo of Studio 54, Coco Banana 
was already making waves in the high society 
scene as the place to be seen in. When every- 
body was still into disco nights in the early 
"80s, Penguin Café near the Remedios Circle 
was already playing New Wave music, then 
alien to all but the hippest Euro-music trend 
watchers. 

Now Malate has again come full circle, of- 
fering an eclectic mix of bars, cafés, lounges 
and restaurants that defy the rules of a 
metropolis accustomed to hanging out in 
rigidly planned, intensively market-re- 
searched malls. 

Go to the corner of Orosa and Nakpil 
streets and you will find the likes of Fidel, a 
Moroccan-inspired café-restaurant that is set- 
ting the pace in design and style in the area. 
As you turn another corner beyond Fidel, you 
are greeted by the Pinoy Pop-Lichtenstein 
amalgam-inspired bar that is Komiks. Let 
your eye rove and you spot Bargo, a decidedly 
de-styled, not-so-fancy addition to the Malate 
mélange. 

All this is, again, part ofan unplanned brew 
of establishments that have found their own 
place in the neighborhood. 

This organic brew is part of Malate’s charm. 
‘The quarter's key citizens, establishment pro- 
prietors such as DJ Montano, owner of the In- 
dian restaurant Raj, liquid lounge Acquario 
and the just-opened Courtyard Cuisine Chi- 
noise, swear to the depth of Malate's persona. 

“The key to Malate’s charm is the amount 
of freedom it gives to the establishments that 
have sprung up [in it],” says Montano be- 
tween sips of coffee. 

Paradoxically, many say that the real secret 
behind the stylishness of Malate is that it does 
not follow any particular style, or trend for 
that matter. Rather, it sets trends by borrow- 
ing from, and improvising on, the experiences 


of its globe-trotting shop proprietors. 

Colin Маскауз strongly themed restau- 
rants such as Sala, People's Palace, and the 
newly opened Mamma, are all inspired by in- 
tuitive notions of what the neighborhood 
needs in terms of dining and entertainment. 
‘They took off because they did not follow any 
trend or fad. 

The ever-present ingredients, it seems, be- 
hind Malate' resilience, are the artists and bo- 
hemians who have given the districts nightlife 
its quaint character Indeed, Malate can 
ошзсоге every other destination in Metro Mani- 
la in terms of capacity to draw апу types—ad- 
vertising’s creative minds, interior designers, 
fashion designers, architects, painters, ac- 
tors—you name them, they're in Malate. 

One asks why this is so, and the answer is 
almost unanimous: Because in Malate, you 
can be yourself. Whether you are part of the 
chi-chi or the hoi polloi, Malate has, it seems 
by decree, always something to offer. 

And the depth of its character goes beyond 
the nightlife. Itis something you see in the ar- 
chitecture, hear on the streets, and even smell 
in the cuisine. 

Longtime residents often beam with won- 
der at the architecture, which is reminiscent 
of the Miami art deco. Old, American era 
buildings, such as the Michelle and Angela 
apartments fronting Roxas Boulevard, are the 
favored residences of designers, actors, 
painters, politicians and, of course, Malate's 
establishment owners. 

With the richness and easy accessibility of 
different destinations, it is not surprising that 
a micro-community of highly productive peo- 
ple has formed in Malate. When one gets tired 
of the night life, there is Manila's famous sun- 
set to enjoy at the bay. 

Ultimately, Malate's fame has grown partly 
as a result of the continued stratification of 
the leisure and living destinations in the 
metro. The Malate of today is, in рап, a col- 
lective reaction to the monolithic, increasing- 
ly corporate and contrived malis that have 
sprouted up in places like Makati and Ortigas. 
While beautiful, these places do not have the 
heritage and richness of character to become 
living, breathing communities that is at the 
cutting edge of creativity.

Sonny Zablan gathers four Malate diehards and moderates an informal roundtable 


WO decades ago, 
you could barely 
walk down the 
streets of Malate 

without being checked out by 

street walkers and the neighbor- 
hood toughie. Boarded-up store- 
fronts and rundown apartments 
then characterized е seedy 

Malate neighborhood, despite its 

rich, historic past. 

“Today, thugs and hookers still 
walk those streets. But the Malate 
of today is far removed from what 
it was 20 years ago. Walk its 
streets and you are greeted by 
chic restaurant cafés and the 
most cosmopolitan shops. To 
quote a phrase, 
the Malate 
neighborhood is 
“looking more 
SoHo ап 
hobo.” 

п а way 
Malate has be- 
come a gay and 
risqué version 
of a 21st centu- 
ry urban plan- 
ners dream: a 
community 
where the social 
fabric is held together not by the 
coercion of the law, but by the in- 
fluence of an irreverent, and 
sometimes, rebellious creative 
class. A community where the 
mish-mash of peoples, whether 
local or newly local, is glued by 
the notion of life as art, and vice 
versa. This is reflected in how 
Malate's bohemian ideology is 
able to meld seamlessly with the. 
traditionally conflicting notion of 
free enterprise. 

In an informal roundtable dis- 
cussion, world traveler Sonny 
Zablan spoke to Markus Schmidt, 
Colin Mackay and. DJ Montano, 
three of Malate's most influential 
citizens, about their perspectives 
of the brow-raising neighbor- 
hood. Schmidt, Mackay and Mon- 
tano are the prime movers of the 
'ON Collective, a collaboration of 
friends, colleagues and creative 
types aimed at positioning 
Malate as a destination which of- 
fers an alternative to the generic, 
commercial destination places in 
Manila. 

Zablan, himself a bohemian- 
turned-entrepreneur, focused on 
questions about the Malate 
nightlife district and what makes 
it different from the "de-malli 
fied” shopping centers of Makati. 
Ultimately, the discussion strove 
to answer the oft-repeated ques- 
tion, "So what is Malate doing 
right?” E 

Lets | begin 
by asking: Why 
Malate? I mean 
it’s rather raw. 

What is its at- 

traction? 

Colin ‘Mack- 
ay: When I 
came to the 
Philippines and 
started looking 
fora place to set 
wp a business, 
the first place 1 
went to look at was Makati. It 
seemed that everything centered 
around malls in Makati. Thé 
malls were the focal point of ev- 
erything. So when I went looking 
for a sight, 1 went to the malls. 
But for me, it didn't seem like the 
right kind of environment. 

Markus Schmidt: So we start- 
ed looking in and around the 
smaller streets of Makati. These 
included the San Lorenzo area, 
Pasay Road, Jupiter, you know... 
But they were all so messy and 


rundown, and there was no real 
feel to the street, 

CM: So we came back to 
Malate and had a look because of 
John Glenn. As a group, we were 
also attending our friend John 
Glenn's parties in Blue Café. And 
every time 1 looked at Makati, 1 
always met some sort of landlord 
from hell. They were always 
thinking, how can I make some 
money out of this? It was like ei- 
ther you gave a whole year in ad- 
vance, or six months, or all this 
bullshit. And of course, there 
were all these things about [rent] 
escalation. I felt like a kid who 
was being dragged up to a head- 

master 

But when I 
asked the 
landlord im 
Malate, she 
was clueless 
(laughter). It 
was just the 
rent... And it 
was much 
more — my 
style. 

DJ Mon- 
tano: Well, 
for me there's 

the business side of it. Its a lot 
cheaper to open something up in 
Malate. There are also fewer 
rules to live with. But essentially, 
Malate is it because it's got more 
character and more freedom. 
Here, you can do whatever you 
want with your ideas. 

So you were here when 
things were just beginning to 
heatup? 

DM: We weren't the first estab- 
lishments in Malate, but the first 
of the so-called new restaurant 
and design wave. Yes, we're prob- 
ably the first among the stylized 
contemporary establishments 
around Malate. 

CM: When I opened there was 
just Le Soufflé. We had a themed 
dinner party where we had a 
menu tacked to the front door 
asking, what shall I eat? And then 
we asked them, Sala or Soufflé? 
Because there was really no other 
choice. 

In terms of design, my restau- 
rant, Sala, was a reaction to all 
these rundown, seedy bars with 
the red lights sitting outside and 
the leaky aircon hanging out the 
front window beside the creaky 
aluminum door. We made Sala 
more approachable with a clean 
sophisticated look of a modern 
restaurant dining room. It was 
not intended to be a stuffy room 
for power dining. It was really a 
reaction to the shock I got when I 

first went to 
Маша апі 
walked down 
Ermita. 

So when Sala 
opened, people 
said "Wowl," we 
actually made 
things fresh and 
clean. jt actually 
changed е 
concept of what 
Malate was all 
about} And it 

wasn't ust Sala, it was also Garlic 
Rose and Caribana, Carjbana said 
"something like, “we want to 
change your idea of Malate,” be- 
cause they were offering some- 
thing more’ conceptualized and 
focused. Caribana said, "We area 
Caribbean restaurant.” It wasn't 
just someplace where you could 
drink a cold beer. There was al- 
ways something going on. 

MS: Ifyou look at all the estab- 
lishments set up in the last four or 
five years, every one has been 


conceptualized around a very 
strong theme. And it's not just the 
look of the place, but the food 
and whole style of the establish- 
ment. People say that here, we've 
got alot more passion going on. 

So it's really about creative 
freedom? 

DM: Yeah, because if I just 
wanted the financial reward, Га 
put up something in a food court. 
area and make tons of money. But 
at the end of the day, what else do 
you have aside from the money? 

CM: If you've got a passion for 
good food and entertainment, 
you won't really be satisfied with 
a food court establishment. 

DM: I really wanted a place 
where I could entertain people. 

MS: Live our life the way we 
want to, basically. 

CM: You also have to look at 
the fact that a lot of us are gay. 
‘We're theatrical and a little bit 
flamboyant, and 1 think its a re- 
action to living in the Philippines 
where very often things are sup- 
pressed and conservative. Here, 
you're not allowed to be really 
different. 

MS: But in Malate, you're al- 
lowed to express yourself. 

DM: Just like Madonna! 
Gaughs) 

MS: When we started Firma, 
which I think was a very bold 
move, there was no boutique 


then in this area. 1 thought it 
would be nice to have some night 
shopping in the area, which has 
been copied already, by the way. 
‘You know, they even built a whole 
mall around the idea. I don't want 
to sound arrogant but it’s true. 

But of course, the difference is 
that Malate is an organic neigh- 
borhood, which is really why we 
set up here. It grew without a 
master plan. It grew from the 
ideas of different individuals with 
different ways of viewing things. 

How would you describe the 
Malate neighborhood now? 

DM: The neighborhood's 
evolved. When Colin opened Sala 
five or six years ago; Malate only 
had one or two good establish- 
ments. Now, when you focus on 
the area around Orosa and Nakpil 
Streets, you'll see that there are 
about 10 times more establish- 
ments than there were seven or 
eight years ago. But of course, 
dozens of establishments have al- 
so folded over the years. 

Anda lotof people ask us, why 
isit thatso many businesses have 
closed shop in Malate over the 
years? Our answer is simple. 
‘When you look at the proprietors 


of these failed establishments to 
begin with, they never really had 
а good grasp of what it took to 
operate a food business. Most of 
these places were owned by 
barkadas who said to them- 
selves, “Hey it'd be fun to run a 
bar in this place." But they didn't 
really know about food service 
and the nitty-gritty of opera- 
tions. I mean, they had it com- 
ing. They were bound to fail to 
begin with 

СМ: It’s also because of the 
fact that Malate's a destination, 
its not a place where there's just. 
passing trade. A lot of those who 
set up businesses here thought 
that their places would succeed 
simply because there were a lot 
of people in the area. They didn't 
realize that the people who hung 
out in the street are transient 
and fickle. They have no loyalty. 
Whereas those who came here 
day in and day out knew exactly 
where they wanted to go. 

You really have to market your- 
self and offer something else, be- 
cause otherwise, people won't Бе 
wasing their time going to 
Malate when they could just find 
adrink somewhere in Makati. 

So creativity is key to suc- 
ceeding in Malate? 

DM: Creativity in how you 
maintain loyalty. For instance, 
you cannot focus on restaurant 


traffic because we don’t have all 
these office buildings to support 
the businesses. We cannot think 
of bringing in 100-150 people ev- 
ery night. Instead, we have to 
think of bringing ín 20-30 loyal 
customers on a weekday night. 
That way, we keep on going and 
still have a little on the side as 
profit. 

People who come here dine. 
Dining in the sense that they or- 
der an aperitif, they have a main 
course, etc. And we thrive on this 
type of clientele. 

CM: It also helps if you've 
worked in a number of other food 
establishments. For instance, I've 
worked in Australi and other 
paris of Asia, and when youve 
gained that passion for eating 
ut, you know how you should be 
treated when you go to a restau- 
rant.

Ino Manalo muses with nostalgia and longing 
about where glamour slithers into sleaze—and back 


E EJE know .that places exist in 

0 3 time and in space. But they 

a also exist in the mind, in the 

recesses of memory. Malate is one such 

place. It represents many things to 
many people. 

Malate is a collage of images, some half-remem- 
bered, others half-forgotten. There are those whose 
Malate is a quiet neighborhood of old 1950s houses 
dozing in the shadows of a past era. To others it is a 
garish strip of bars, the site of frantic couplings and 
uncouplings deep into the night. Malate is all of this 
and much more. 

The district started almost as an afterthought, an 
area that just happened to be near the main settle- 
ments of Manila. Its name is supposed to have come 
from the Tagalog maalat, or “salty.” This was in ref- 
erence, perhaps, to the ponds of sea water that 
would form in the swamplands along the shores of 
this corner of Manila Bay. It was the site of a church 
that later became known for housing the statue of 
Our Lady of Remedies, which was brought in from 
Spain in 1624. 

In the American Period and well into the decades 
after World War Il, Malate was a genteel place filled 
with genteel people. 1 recall visiting my cousins on 
‘Vasquez street, spending the night and waking up to 
elaborate breakfasts. 

Today one can still see glimpses of gracibus 
homes part Beaux Arts, part Southern plantation. 
Perhaps what fueled all this gentility was the pres- 
ence ‘in the area ° he country’s upper-class 
schools, among them sı. . ‘astica, La Salle, Ate- 
neo, Assumption and the Univer: ity of the Philip- 
pines. 

Itwas always one of the treats of my childhood to 
visit the tree-shaded campus of Assumption (which, 
strictly speaking, is in Ermita) when everyone still 
called its location Herran. 

suppose part of my childish fascination derived 
from the streets name, which, to my mind, always 
managed to bring up images of the Middle East. Of 
course, it was later pointed out to me that Assump- 
tion’s address had nothing to do with the capital of 
the country beside Iraq. Yet, there was much else 
that was satisfying about that old campus, from the 
pleasant old buildings with their flecked walls, the 
long corridors, the grassy lawns, all evoking an era 
more sedate and even generous. 

‘The Herran campus is gone now. In its place isan- 
other bland mall. But a little of that past grandeur 


can still be seen in another of Malate's best features: 
its lovely prewar apartments. 

‘These are the last bastions of a lifestyle of large 
rooms, wooden floors, quaintly rickety elevators 
and, most of all, elegantly high ceilings. Syquia, Ra- 
mona, Rosaria—the names сай to mind a gentler 
time. 

1 recall visiting Joey Reyes at his flat in South 
Syquia Apartments. Though he was only renting, 
Joey commissioned Jim Tan to go to town with his 
flat. The result was at once playful and avant-garde. 
Iremember lattice cutouts in geometric shapes. But 


most of all, I can still vividly remember a large bor- 
der marking off an alcove. Joey explained that he 
had installed the border so that when he sat in front 
of the alcove, his image would be nicely framed for 
maximum effect. He was right. I still remember 
Joey's production design. 

Perhaps it was the presence of such distinguished 
interiors that attracted the artsy, creative crowd to 
Malate. Of this set, the most prominent were the 
fashion designers. Many of the fashion world's great 
institutions had their shops in the area. Many of 
these still live here. 


Presumably, the presence of the shops and its 
clientele insured an audience for another Malate in- 
stitution: Café Adriatico. These days, cafés with 
dark wooden interiors, antique tables, old prints are 
commonplace. But when it opened, Café Adriatico 
was something to celebrate. In a way it was a distil- 
lation of Malate: somewhat tattered yet comfort- 
able like an old book or shoe, distinguished but re- 
laxed, filled with a brash currency rooted in the con- 
fidence of tradition. This may be one reason branch- 
es of this Malate institution did not succeed in other 
parts of the city. 

In fact, the antiquarian atmosphere of the café was 
something that its owner, Larry Cruz, cultivated care- 
fully. A friend of mine still speaks of the afternoon he 
spent with Larry just watching the sunlight fall on a 
newly painted wall to check if the color was right. 

Since the café is open 24 hours, it is where many 
а night on the town ends over ғ breakfast of eggs, 
fried rice and spare ribs. But a past generation will 
testify that there asa time when such nights began 
in still another М late landmark: Ernest Santiago's 
Coco Banana. Ac tally, Coco marked many begin- 
nings. It was probably one of the first places in all of 
Manila that allowed you to dance with your partner 
of choice and sex. For many then, Coco was the 
place to finally let yourself go, to break free, to come 
Ош, to dance until you sweated. 

T recall many anguished hours just finding the 
nerve to go to Coco. Yet, arriving at the place, there 
was always that electric charge of anticipation: Who 
would be there tonight? Who would we see? Who 
would we meet? I suppose many others shared that 
feeling for their collective longings suffused the air 
with an energy both sordid and cleansing. 1 will nev- 
er forget sitting on the floor watching the Coco Cats 
perform a number from “West Side Story” and being 
so moved by the talent, the force, the sheer audacity 
that comes from being able to look life in the face. 

It is this energy that the present denizens of 
Malate, the many new cafés, bars and shops, have 
inherited. For Malate remains the place where 
squatter houses rise beside restaurants with chic 
pared-down interiors, where the old is transformed 
into the cutting edge. It is the place where glamour 
slithers into sleaze. Perhaps it is this unabashed, un- 
explained contrast that gives Malate its sting so dif- 
ferent from the uniformity of a Makati or a Mega- 
mall. 

It is the place to dance in the street until the 
world becomes only the memory of sweat, salty on 
our tongue... or ater, much later, on another's skin.

inos, in general, just love to eat. In downtown Malate, it's easy to 
find a great variety of innovative and authentic dining establishments, 
Its Old World charm and bohemian spirit has made it a natural 
breeding ground for creative cuisine—much like Paris’ finer 
restaurants are found in the historical district of Marais. 


MALATE counts an influential population of foreigners who have called 
it their home and have set up their own restaurants, infusing them 
with their foreign tastes and styles. In the Malate neighborhood, one. 
can find great comfort in not having to travel to Bangkok to find 
galangal, a rhizome that tastes like half-ginger and half-black pepper, 
Used in its fresh form in a local Thai restaurant. On the same Malate 
street, it is truly precious to discern saffron, a spice worth its weight in 
gold, used generously in a Spanish restaurant’s prized marinara. On 
another corner, diners at a French Moroccan restaurant have always 
been delighted to find their lamb tagine actually served in what else—a 
tagine. Abouta block away, a Korean lady is infamous for jealously 
guarding the secret to her fiery kimchi and tender bulgogi. 


ON AYE ACULAR perspective, many believe that some of the 
Ges цу nga cuisine can be found in an establishment very near 
the historic Malate Church. A walk down the side of Mabini and 
‘one can find a small Japanese noodle house serving the metro's 
heartiest soba broths. It’s not surprising then for the city’s most 
discerning food enthusiasts to often find their way to Malate to 
satiate their tastes. 


NOWADAYS, a profuse number of choices are offered to every diner, when about two decades 
ago, one had to travel great distances to experience the authentic. Such is the result of giving 
the culinary enthusiast mobility, access to information and resources about world cuisine. It also 
has a lot to do with the vast migration of people to other countries, thus bringing with them 
their own culinary delights. This is, presently, a great privilege that one hopes would never be 
ignored or taken for granted,

adise. It is home to jungle-cov- 
ered lowland plains, mountain 
ranges towering heights of over 
5,000 meters, countless deep val- 
leys, dark mangrove swamps and 
islands of tribal life so rich and di- 
verse. It is also called Papua New 
Guinea. 

This Melanesian country, with only five 
million inhabitants, but more than 700 lan- 
guages spoken throughout its vast network of 
villages, boasts life rich in culture and art. 
Elaborately painted bodies, dancers with bril- 
liantly colored feathers, flower wigs and grass 
skirts offer impressive examples of artistic 
magnificence. 

It is particularly in the highland region of 
Papua New Guinea, that several tribes have 
developed body decoration into a fine art. 
The body decorations are distinctive to each 
tribe and are worn mainly for ceremonial pur- 
poses, such as initiation rites of young men, 
religious festivals and festivals of the dead. 
Reasons for "dressing up" may also include 
healing ceremonies, communal hunting expe- 
ditions, peace-making after tribal fighting or 
the opened ceremonies of newly-built schools 
and business establishments. Foreign and do- 
mestic dignitaries are also commonly wek

their brilliant outfits. 

The purpose of body painting is both es- 
thetic and social, and it is performed to ex- 
press cultural characteristics of a society. In 
some areas people may still wear forms of 
body decoration in their everyday life; in oth- 
er areas, they may be mainly used on ceremo- 
nial occasions. The colors, patterns and deco- 
rations vary depending on the occasions and 
circumstances for which they are applied. 
‘Ages, sex and social status in the tribal com- 
munity determine the extent of body paint- 
ing. These traditions are still passed on from 
generation to generation, enforcing together- 
ness and cultural identity amid Papua New 
Guinea's fragile civil society and rapidly 
changing lifestyles. 


Rituals 

In Papua New Guinea, it is the men that 
dominate public life. They hunt, they fight 
and they also lead the rituals to ensure that 
festivities are conducted following centuries 
of old customs and rules. But the art of body 
decoration is practiced both by men and 
‘women. A slowly disappearing form of body 
decoration is that of tattooing, in which the 
whole body (commonly a woman's) was dec- 
orated with patterns and design that were a 
part of that particular family and clan. In the 
areas of Sepik River, tiny cicatrices (wounds) 
were incised in the chest and upper back of 
young men forming patterns that were highly 
symbolic in that culture. However, itis face- 
and body-painting that is featured dominant- 
ly in the various cultures of Papua New 
Guinea. 

Obtaining decorations for foods art may 
end up being costly and time-consuming. 
Some of the decorations may be obtained 
through trading—as was the case in the 
past—or be borrowed for a particular dance. 
Hunting for the bird of paradise for their bril- 
Jiantly colored feathers—by using bows and 
arrows—requires special skills. The jungle is 
the domain of wild spirits, and hunting there 
is essentially an activity carried out by men. 
Success in hunting is thought to depend on 
the favor of ancestral ghosts, who intereede 
with the wild spirits to allow the men to catch 
their prey. 

In the art of body decoration in Papua 
New Guinea, the important traditional dec- 
orative items include shells, plumes and 
feathers of birds of paradise, cassowary, 
parrots and cockatoos. Also opossum furs, 
snake and lizard skin, wigs and aprons are 
essential. Dancers often use various types of 
accessories, such as drums, shields, spears, 
axes and bones. Tree oils, pig grease and 
blood are spread throughout the body to 
provide shine and particular odor. Bones, 
teeth and tusks of pigs, dogs and various 
marsupials are commonly used as nose- 
pegs and necklaces. 

The materials used for body decoration 
have changed thoughout the years. Whereas 
natural colors made from powdered charcoal,

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mixed with water or tree-oils, clay, chalk and 
burned ochre are still used, synthetic more vi- 
brant and brighter colors are commonly fea- 
tured, or mixed with the natural ones. Imagi- 
nation seems to have no boundaries; plastic, 
labels and various odds such as photos of 
politicians have found their way to this elabo- 
rate form of body decoration. 

Each color may have a particular symbolic 
meaning and the selection of colors is unique 
for each clan. For example, red—the color of 
blood—has a special potency and is consid- 
егей magical. Among the tribes of Mendi, in 
Southern Highlands, tribes interpret certain. 
face patterns like an oracle. They paint a 
young girl's face half-black and half-red—the 
black half symbolizing the spiritual future for 
her clan, the red the future economic prosper- 
ity of her group. In case the colors blur during 
the subsequent dancing, this is considered a 
bad omen. 

Among the most magnificent and finest 
forms of body decoration in Papua New 
Guinea is practiced by the Huli tribe of the 
Southern Highlands province. The wigs of 
Huli men are made of human (male) hair. In 
order to obtain the hair, young boys are sent 
to a "spirit house" in a deep jungle for a few 
months. They are looked after by an elderly 
man of the clan, who provides the boys with 
a diet consisting of hair-growth stimulating 
herbs. Once the hair has grown long 
enough, the elderly man cuts the hair and 
weaves it into wigs and ochre coloris finally 
added. During special ceremonies the wigs 
are transformed into platforms for some of 
the most elaborate headdressesin the world 
made of birds of paradise or cockatoo feath- 
ers, marsupial fur, daisies, insects and as- 
sorted shells, beads and bones. Sometimes 
even western culture's glittering, Christmas 
decorative ornaments may he added 
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Clay plays an important role in the body 
decoration of the highlanders. Itis a common 
practice to cover the face, head or even the 
whole body with clay as a sign of mourning 
after the death of a close relative. In some ar- 
eas, clay is also used as a part of boys initia- 
tion rites. A whole body may be covered in 
clay, in the same way as in mourning; with the 
belief that the boy “dies” during the initiation 
and is reborn as a mature adult. 

The men of Asaro Valley in the Eastern 
Highlands province have developed clay dec- 
orations into a remarkable form of art. Ac- 
cording to a legend, once, when their village 
was attacked and they were outnumbered, 
the warriors fled and hid it in the mud of the 
bank of Asaro River. After some time the river. 
mild dried on the bodies of the warriors. See- 
ing the clay-encrusted figures, the enemy mis- 
took them for evil spirits and took flight. Even 
today, the men of Asaro Valley hold cere- 
monies to commemorate this incident, which 
gave binh to the ar Asaro mud- 
men—dancers, who cover their bodies with 
clay put clay mask over their heads and insert. 
sharpened, bamboo cane finger extensions, 
As the clay cracks and peels off, it reminds the 
viewer of a decomposing body. 

Like fashion, so evolves the body art of 
Papua New Guinea. Although Coca-Cola, 
Ray-Bans and Baywatch have well penetrat- 
ed even the most remote jungle villages, the. 
tradition of body decoration, remains vi- 
brant, The colors may have changed, the 
materials and patterns may have become 
more modern, but the core of artistic ex- 
pression—the beliefs, the values the identi- 
ty—remains as strong as ever. It reflects the. 
unique diversity, the richness and pride that 
the people of Papua New Guinea feel for 
their culture.

HILE armchair-traveling 
through the Discovery 
Channel, I once stumbled 


оп a quote from Jawaharlal Neh 
“There is no end to the adventures 
that we can have.” 

Yes, the jaded beach comber will be sur- 
prised to find that the 1,000-hectare island of 
Boracay offers not just the usual aqua sports 
plus the throbbing (as in a headache) 
nightlife. Despite SARS, the Davao bombings 
and the war in Iraq, the resort business in this 
part of Panay province continues to thrive. 
Perhaps it is in the attitude of the expatriates 
and the locals who call the place home. 

Originally from Liege, Belgium (also where 
novelist Georges Simenon came from), Philippe 
D. Bartholomi, general manager of Fridays Re- 
sort on the northern part of Boracay where the 
quality of the sand is finest, said overall there 
had been less than five cancellations, all from 
Korea and probably stemming from the travel 
advisory issued by the government there. (By 
the way, the resorts name also has a literary ori- 
gin: Robinson Crusoe's aide.) 

"Terrorist activities can happen at the cen- 
ter of London or anywhere in the world," 
Bartholomi said to the members of the South- 
east Asian Airlines (SEAIR) media tour group 
each sipping rich, thick minestrone from a 
demitasse. “I've been in this country since 
1986. I've never had any trouble.” 

Handsome chef Tom Hines set things 
straight for the benefit of the group at large by 
immediately declaring that he is happily mar- 
ried to a Filipino wife and has two children. 
Was there a sudden lowering of the excite- 
ment we exuded when we arrived? 

At any rate, Hines trained with Le Souffle's 
Billy King and worked at Fashion Café. 
Bartholomi described him as “young, flexible, 
open-minded.” Also: “He improved the pre- 
sentation of Filipino food. The plain adobo he 
tured into something nice, but he kept the 
original taste. For the caldereta, he removed 
the tiny bones.”

‘Nevertheless, Hines’ appetizer, Yapak yellow- 
fin tuna carpaccio (named after the community 
where Fridays is located), set my companion 
Ester, who normally eats whole black peppers, 
coughing. "[The freshly ground pepper] is in 
her windpipe,” someone said, looking like he 
was about to apply the Heimlich maneuver on 
her. Before anyone could make a move, she 
calmed down. We partook of the Pacific Rim 
seafood platter consisting of char-grilled 
salmon, prawn and blue marlin with pumpkin 
and spinach risotto. 

There was a collective gleeful groan when а 
sampler of the resorts desserts (Fridays has a 
pastry chef, a rarity on the isle) were served: 
tiramisu, chocolate enigma and mango cheese- 
cake. 

‘After helping run Manila Polo Club for 
some years, Bartholomi is relieved to be rid of 
his blazer and suit and Manila's traffic and 
pollution. He now walks to work in Tshirt 
and shorts from his rented place in the is- 
land's equivalent of Forbes Park, the houses 
and villas resting on a hilltop on Diniwid 
Beach. There, a standard-size Philippine flag 
flies above a bigger Swiss flag. 

‘At the bar that’s spitting distance from the 
beach, bartender Rex Rentillo (who's been 
with the resort since 1992), shows off the 
cocktails thathe has concocted and entered in 
local competitions. 

Worth a try (and possibly a hangover) are 
Fridays’ Sunset, his tribute to Boracay's sun- 
set (and consisting of vodka, créme de cacao, 
melon, Triple Sec, grenadine, calamansi, 
pineapple and mango); Passport to Paradise 
(Drambuie, Triple Sec and Baileys); Absolute- 
ly Pinoy (vodka, lemon grass, calamansi and 
brown sugar); Fridays’ Punch (vodka, pineap- 
ple juice, melon liqueur and Malibu liqueur) 
and iced tea with a diff—Breezy "T" with Ab- 
solut Kurant, Southern Comfort, peach 
schnapps, calamansi and cranberry juice.

Reality as we wish it

‘THERE are places that seem to be suspended 
їп space, places that are pure and inviolable, 
spirit more than location, dream more than 
reality—or what we wish reality should be. 

Inthe Philippines, Palawan in the Southern 
Tagalog is such a place, and maybe Baguio in 
the Cordillera, and Isla Naburot, Siargao and 
Bantayan Island in the Visayas. Closest to the 
realm of surreal beauty is Boracay, an island 
in the Visayan Sea detached from the north- 
ern tip of Aklan. 

But Boracay may not remain inviolate or 
pristine for much longer (although it still drives 
hedonists to launch into paroxysms of praise for 
its tropical pleasures and poetasters to compose. 
hymns to its superb beaches and idyllic vil- 
ages). If only it stopped being too touristy. IF 
only it had never heard of bikini-open competi- 
tions, 

Unfortunately, Boracay may yet become syn- 
onymous with bikini-open competitions. In- 
deed, what would be a perfect place to strut 
your near-naked stuff than this island where ev- 
eryone feels, or pretends, they are innocents in 
paradise? The white sand that does not ever get 
hot under the implacable sun also makes it the 
best place to hold beach volleyball competi- 
tions, such as was held early this month. Events 
like this are expected to clog the beach, or occa- 
sion a minor hysteria when word fies that 
Bench underwear models Marc Nelson and 
‘Aubrey Miles, or some other billboard beauties 
with larger-than-life cleavages and crotches,

ohemianism in bikini has become part of 
the Boracay lifestyle today.

or pasta with hard-to-obtain cheese at the little 
eateries run by tanne¢-to-leather Germans and 
French (or other foreigners in sando and shorts 
and scraggly beards who had stayed too long it 
was too late to return to their jobs and families 
back home). Then the best place to check in, if 
you were counting change, was Mila's place 
Whose come-on was “marble bathrooms all 
throughout.” You weren't sure whether it had 
rooms to sleep in. 

In me, with the influx of more and more vis- 
itors, both foreign and local, Boracay needed 
more rooms, more bars, more eateries and 
shops. Many of the early visitors, who carried 
bits and pieces of their lives on their backs and 
thought they could stay on the island forever 
and keep it their secret, were frightened by the 
crowds and drifted to other notso-frequented 
or -known beaches, like Naburot and Siargao. 

Before long Boracay sprouted with chichi 
resorts with luxurious beachfront hotels (one 
boasts a golf course) and expensive room 
rates to match, as well as smaller hotels and 
inns with airy presumptions. Today there's a 
total of 1,500 rooms there, adequate off-sea- 
son but critical during the peak summer and 
holiday seasons. Shops and eateries and espe- 
cially bars are beginning to look more and 
more like the glitzy bars in Libis, not anymore 
the strictly thatched huts of the early days. 

If the fact that Ayala has acquired a huge 
property along the northern, coral-strewn tip of 
the island, past Club Panoly (across the bay 
looms the island of Romblon), does not portend 
a picture of Boracay as the Riviera or Miami 
beach of Kalibo, it will certainly mean a Boracay 
that has gone cosmopolitan in a T-back. 

Le Soleil de Boracay is a hotel with a mind 
to keeping it balanced between rustic and ur- 
bane. It is located right in the middle of the 
3,5-kllometer stretch of white sand, marked 
by Boracay Terraces in Balabag to the north 


and Lorenzo South in Manuk-manuk. 

Shopping enthusiasts will be delighted to 
know that it lies between the arcades recently 
built by the Elizaldes, where you can buy artist- 
y crafts and enjoy a meal at Louie Cruzs fast- 
food with offthe-shoulder insouciance, and the 
talipapa of the natives, where most everyone 
goes for their sarongs and Tshirts, and their 
Vegetables. For happenings—body-beautiful 
competitions, outdoor concerts, or volleyball 
championships—you can't have a better front- 
row seat. 

Le Soleil is owned by the Cebu-based Lhuil- 
lier group of companies (the hotel's president 
is Jean Henri Lhuillier). The Lhuilliers have 
built a 46-room hotel that understands the 
budget of the bigger visitor market. And they 
understand their visitors! need for comfort 
and convenience, which basically means im- 
maculate bed linen, fresh towels, good food, 
and communication facilities that will enable 
youto call home or office or abroad. 

For businessmen, it has a new function 
room for small meetings and banquet func- 
tions. And there's a business center (actually 
the hotel's business office itself) where a sec-

Before we could croon "Another Suitcase in 
‘Another Hall,” Thomas Adam, one of the re- 
sorts partners, said the names reflected his 
taste in music. Aguilar, the only Filipino thus 
honored, promised he would come and hold a 
‘concert on the resort grounds. 

Jochen Buskowitz, who must get a kick to 
carry the title Paradise president, has traveled 
all over the world and been to the beaches of 
the Caribbean and Spain, But “Boracay is the 
best Ive ever seen,” he declared. "1 thought of 
retiring here. 1 put up a bungalow, At that time 
there was no street, no power. 1 built the first 
swimming pool ever on the island. People 
thought [was crazy.

"That first pool, a simple rectangle perfect 
for doing laps, is, of all the resorts other 
pools, to me the best.

Just a five-minute walk from the beach- 
front, the resort has accommodations that 
borrow from various architectural styles. 
Buskowitz compared them to a mosaic. His 
philosophy is not to fill up the space with 
rooms but to allow space for a garden and the 
growth of trees. 
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retary can help you send an e-mail or get you 
an antihistamine pill when you feel you're 
coming out in a rash after indulging in the ir- 
resistible king crabs—just tolerably spicy but 
explosively laden with aligue—at the French- 
Med restaurant Rendezvous. 

But dinner at Le Soleil is best enjoyed al 
{fresco on evenings, when like practically every 
eatery along the beachwalk they trot out 
choices of skewered meats for barbecues or 
buffet fares in chafing dishes. The hotel's spe- 
cialties are steaks, grilled seafood, and the 
popular crepes (which kicked off a craze in 
Boracay). But vive le difference. The menu, as 
with the accommodations, has the Gallic flair 
of the Lhulllier lineage combined with 
touches of their aristocratic Cebuano her- 
itage. This makes for a hotel and restaurant 
that, as J.H. Lhuillier says in his welcoming 
letter to our media group that visited Boracay 
in mid-March, will color “your dream vaca- 
tion of sun, sea, sand and wind.” 

The hotel also runs an apartment with sev- 
en units, near the talipapa and a five-minute 
walk away from the beach, which is popular 
with families and groups that prefer to do

The garden is planted to tuba-tuba, 
grandmother's tongue, periwinkle, hibis- 
cus, cordyline, bird's nest fern, fan leaf 
palm and Roystonia royal palm trees, In- 
dian neem trees, among others. In the 
course of labeling these plants, the part- 
ners discovered that historically the vari- 
ety of plants in the Philippines before the.

We were on the Palau Ag- 
gressor, а live-aboard yacht that offered five 
dives a day for a week. Needless to say, after 
that, I demanded a real honeymoon just for 
hugging and kissing. 

Since then, we have returned a number of 
times with a diving core group composed of 
my aunt, Mary de Leon Rufino; her son, Jon- 
jon; and his stepsister, Kris Mijares. For our 
diving expedition this year, we spent a week 
on board the Ocean Hunter, a small yacht that 
sleeps six divers and three crew members. 

For the past three trips, our sixth diver has 
varied. First was Gigi Santos, President Ar- 
royo's scuba instructor and matchmaker to 
Dennis and me. Next was the late Paco Orti- 
gas, who supplied us fresh sushi on board, 
thanks to his fishing skills. 

‘This year, our sixth member was Jojo 
Eduque Castro, who is so cool in part be- 
cause she sports two turtle tattoos despite be- 
ing in her early 50s. 


Ce-boom delegation 

‘On board Continental Air Micronesia, we no- 
ticed a large delegation from Cebu headed by 
the city’s Mayor Tommy Osmeña and his perky 
wife, Margot. Also with them was Tommy's sis- 
tes, Minnie Osmefia, who was on my best- 
dressed list at Ruffa and Yilmaz's wedding. 

‘The Cebu delegation was going to Palau for 
the first time, not to dive, but on the invitation 
of Palau Gov. Johnny Gibbons. Later that 
evening, we joined them for a dinner hosted 
by Palau President Tommy Remengesau at 
the Palau Pacific Resort. The PPR's claim to 
fame is its being where John E Kennedy Jr. 
and Darryl Hannah of “Splash” fame spent a 
romantic vacation in the early'90s. So there is 
some kind of social life there to write about! 

There are only 18,000 Palauans, and since 
most of the islanders either leave or work in 
fishing or tourism-related businesses, there is 
a shortage of professional workers. And since 
Pinoys are resourceful and hard-working, we 
now have 8,000 OFWs there. 

Our chef on board, Arlee Terunez, was Fil- 
ipino. He was so organized that he could bring 
aboard а week's supply of food and feed us so 
much that even the vegetarians in the group 
gained weight (thanks also to our daily dose of 
vanilla ice cream with chocolate syrup). 


Survival test 

Ifyou can survive a week on open water (a 
Bonamine pill at the start should do the trick) 
living on board a 64-foot yacht where you 
shower in the open and have to make do with 
a compact toilet (showering while sitting on 
the toilet is actually possible, ugh?), then this 
diving adventure is for you. Here's a sample 
Jog entry from our trip: 

Day 3: At our first dive for the day at 
Ngedebus Corner, there were huge barracud- 
as sitting patiently while getting groomed by 
cleaner wrasse, ignoring a buffet assortment 
of butterfly fish, parrot fish, trigger fish and 
soldier fish. 

‘Suddenly, Jon-jon pointed to doiphins near 
the surface. Our yachts captain, Kenneth John- 
ny, had been “herding” them to us as the dol- 
phins playfully jumped the waves їп front of the 
boars bow. We got more dolphin action after 
surfacing when about eight to 10 of them swam 
with us to the next dive site, Peleliu Express. 

Peleliu, lying near the southern tip of the bar- 
rier reef, has a sheltered cove where we stayed 
in between dives. It was a fortunate break for 
Jean Nadao, our group's physical therapist 
(who also dived for the first time in between 
barfing) and Tess Roquetta, our masseuse 
(isn't it heavenly—a massage after all the 
dives?). Both depleted our Bonamine supply 
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ISLANDS IN THE SUN. There's always time to connect with the universe in nature.

PALAU isn't only about diving. There are 
breathtaking vistas between the rip-roaring 


before they felt well enough to do line fishing. 

‘An interesting side note, Peleliu was the 
site of one of the bloodiest battles fought in 
the Pacific during World War Il. On the island 
are several war wrecks like old tanks and 
Japanese bunkers. But even more interesting 
is that marijuana plants were introduced 
there 20 years ago and, in spite of efforts to 
stop the cultivation, they stil thrive there. So 
much for the flora and fauna of Palau. 

During our midday dives, the strong currents 
brought turtles, big groupers (known to us as 
lapu-lapu) and gray reef sharks—major hunting 
action. Swimming against the current was quite 
challenging but a good experience. 

Before Arlee’s Mediterranean dinner, we 
did a night dive at Orange Beach seeing inter- 
esting night creatures such as tiger cowrie (so 
tempting but illegal to take home), yellow sea 
hares, albino leaf fish and sleeping parrot 
fish. On the gorgonians and other soft coral, 
we found sponge crabs, Lambis shells and col- 
orful nudibranchs (these invertebrates are 
hermaphrodites—they have both male and 
female sex organs and choose their sex when 
they meet another member of their species. 
Now isn’t that clever!) 

After the meal, Kris and I teamed up for an 
intense game of Scrabble (is "qadi” really ac- 
ceptable?). 

Day 7: Almost dived out but still enjoying 
since we were on Nitrox tanks, our pre-break- 
fast dive was in Ulong Channel. Though mom- 
ings are not my fave time of the day, this site is 
one of the best locations. Upon entry, we spot- 
teda mama giant, thorny stingray resting on the 
sandy bottom. Our dive master, Troy Ngiraike- 
Jau (funny guy with “TROY” tattooed on his 
back in case we forgot his name), said she might 
be protecting her newborn. 

Drifting through the Ulong Channel was 


like watching that aquarium sta- 
tion on television. The channel 
was so panoramic with a wall of 
lettuce coral, giant clams (so big 
the Sea Princess would probably 
fit in one) and color-changing oc- 
topus. 

‘On the next dive in Shark City, 
both my Tita Mary and I touched a 
leopard shark as it was ascending 
after its sleep was interrupted by 
Dennis’ video taking. The dive end- 
ed with a fleeting glimpse of a 
small eagle ray rapidly fiying away. 

‘Tita Mary thought she was 
finning fast enough to keep up 
with the eagle ray but it turned 
out that Troy was actually drag- 
ging her along! 

Blue Corner is the best dive site 

Palau. It is a wall dive where 

schools of gray reef sharks move 
up close and personal while hunt- 
ing schools of skipjacks. Swirling 
barracudas, dogtooth tuna and gi- 
ant trevally join in the action. The 
Palauans invented the reef hook 
for this dive. Hook on at 33 feet 
and you can stay for over an hour 
watching the pelagic hunters. 

Ifthe hunting action gets bor- 

“ing, a large, resident Napoleon 
wrasse (fondly called Nap) will 
hang around begging for 
sausages, My Tita Jojo Castro 
tried feeding Nap but didn't let go 
of the food fast enough so she 
was terrified when Nap briefly 
sucked in her hand. Good thing 
Nap does not eat Pinoys. 

Before ascending, two huge 
eagle rays tried to get friendly 
with us but Jon came 
closest, thanks to his 
super long fins. With

The jelly- 
fish ranged from pebble-sized to 
Dolly Parton specials. 

On our last day, Navot and To- 
va Bornovskd of Fish "N Fins (op- 
erators of the Ocean Hunter) 
came by to do sunset photos with 
floral head crowns, which are 
typical of Palau. We have become 
friends through the years and 
have them over for dinner when 
they are in Manila. They come 
quite often to shop and for medi- 
cal or dental services.

VERTIME a.k.a. OT is 

sometimes ^ called 

"overtawad." For 
people at work, it is a fact of 
life, boon and burden at the 
same time. 

According to Article 83 of 
the Philippine Labor Code, 
"The normal working hours of 
an employee shall not exceed 
eight hours a day.” Article 87 
of the same Code says, "Work

may be performed beyond 
eight hours provided that the 
employee is paid for the over- 
time work, an additional com- 
pensation equivalent to his 
regular wage, plus at least 25 
percent thereof.” The law is 
clear on compensation that 
employees must receive for 
overtime work. However, 
there are no limits on over- 
time hours. 

Due to stiffer competition, 
many Philippine companies 
resort to dvertime to get the 
most out of their employees. 
On the other hand, many em- 
ployees dare not complain for 
fear that they may lose the 
opportunity to earn extra 
compensation through legiti- 
mate overtime work, or 
worse, lose their jobs. 

‘Anatomy of OT 

How much overtime work 
do people do? Why do people 
do OT? Do companies encour- 
age OT? Given a choice, 
would you do overtime? These 
were the questions we posed 


in last month’s People at Work 
Pulse. A hundred and four- 
teen responded to our poll, 
majority (68 percent) of 
whom were female. Most re- 
spondents belonged to corpo- 
rations (75 percent); 12 per- 
cent came from the govern- 
ment, and 13 percent from the 
academe, NGOs and hospitals. 

The results of the survey 
show that of the total number 
of respondents, 50 percent go 
on overtime only as the need 
arises. Nineteen percent ren- 
der overtime once or twice a 
week and a third (31 percent) 
go on overtime everyday. 
‘These results are revealing, in 
view of their claim that they 
devote most working hours 


burden to people at wor 


doing productive work. Ma- 
jority of the respondents (54 
percent) reported that most of 
the day (six to seven hours) is 
really spent on working while 
the rest (44 percent) claimed 
that all eight hours are ex- 
hausted doing work-related 
activities. 

Interestingly, OT appears to 
be more of a norm for private 
organizations. Most employ- 
ees (72 percent) in the gov- 
ernment, academe and NGOs 
said they render OT only 
when the need arises. In con- 
trast, 55 percent of employees 
in private corporations render 
OT at least once or twice a 
week. 

A number of respondents 
said that their companies en- 
courage overtime work only 
when it is necessary (48 per- 
cent). A smaller number (12 
percent) said that OT was 
discouraged to save on opera- 
tional costs. In contrast, 
some employees said that 
overtime was practically a

SIM: You're not really a heavy reader? 

AA: 1 don't read a lot of books, although I have a lot of books at 
home, and I try to read every night. I'm not the type who has to finish 
a book before getting on with another. 'm the type who has piles of 
books, unfinished: I just go back to them when I'm in the mood for a 
particular kind of book ûr story. 

SIM: Frose or poetry? 

АА: 1 love poetry more. When things in my life are benign and noth- 
ing much is happening, I read novels. Tat means I have the patience 
for a novel. But when things are a little erratic, when I feel sad or 
when I feel most happy, then I read poetry. Because those feelings 
are transient, and you try to feed them, or help yourself get rid of 
them. Feed your happiness, or let yourself forget your sadness, or 
sometimes even dwell in your sadness. So you read sad poetry and 
you think, “Tm not the only one feeling this way.” 

SIM: So poetry is a mood-enhancing drug? It's your Prozac? 

AA: Tama. Even when I was younger, I liked poetry more. Just a few 
lines and you get a whole story. I liked how they played with words. 
It's enticing, poetry. 

SIM: So you're more into feelings than intellectual content? 

AA: Tm a “heart” person, so poetry appeals to me more. This (pick- 
ing up Ramon Sunico's “Bruise: A Two-Tongue Job") is my favorite 
poetry book. The first time I encountered this was in Quezon. 1 was 
already out of college, and I was working with a couple of students, 
acting for their thesis. One of them lent me this book, and 1 couldn't 
let it go. I put it in my bag, and I only told her when I got back to 
Manila that I had it, and that I promised to look for another copy so 
I could return it to her. I liked it so much that I gave it out as presents 
to my friends. I also like Aida Santos, Pablo Neruda, of course, and 
Rainer Maria Rilke. 

SIM: If you were to be stranded on a desert island, and you could 
only take one book, what would it be? 

AA: I think it would have to be “Conversations With God” by Neale 
Donald Walsch. Its fiction, but I really learned a lot from it. The book 
and my beliefs just fit together when I read it.
